CHINA IN THE ASIATIC 
QUARTERLY REVIEW. 
—+——_ 


‘Ie October issne of the Asiatic 
Quarterly, a magazine of real value 
as well as interest to all residents in 
the East, devotes an unusual amount 
of space to China. Mr. E. H. Parker, 
who has developed prodigious literary 
activity since he left the Consular 
Service, while the wont of his colleagues 
lis to retire on their pensions to a 
superior watering-place and enltivate a 
pet disease, sends a paper on “The Con- 
science of Corea,” in which he accounts 
for the fact that “thongh there may 
| now be Russian parties, Japanese parties, 
and even English parties in that dis- 
tracted country, these are only a fin-de- 
sidcle excresceuce, and it is certainly a 
fact that the widest-spread substratum 
of popular feeling is an almost instine- 
tive desire to nestle under the imperial 
wing of China.” We should be inclined 
to say that our representative at Seoul 
has always effaced himself so carefully 
that there never has been an English 
party ; Viscount Miura effectually extin- 
guished the chances of the Japanese 














party ; and if theCorean capital is rapid- 
ly becoming Russian, this is deservedly 
due to the quiet, steady, and unos- 
teutatious influence exerted by Mr. 
Waeber, the correctness of whose at- 
titude throughout all the chances and 
changes of the last few exciting years 
has been unimpeachable. No man 
could be less of the “ prancing pro- 
consul” than Mr, Waeber, and no man 
could have done better or more solid 
work for his conutry. But to returu to 
Mr. Parker. He shows that the de- 
votion which China’s vassals have 
always shown to their suzernin is due to 
the fact that “Chinese nominal over- 
lordship leaves to vassal populations 
the maximum of liberty with the mini- 
mum of injury to the pocket, China 
has always been willing to grant the 
kernel of home-rule, including taxation, 
if only her imperial pride were fully 
gratified with the gilded shell of tribute 
and nominal subordination.” Another 
reason is the. fascination that the 
splendid literature of China, equally 
readable in Corean, Japanese, Auna- 
mese, or Loochoan, excites in the bar- 
barian mind ; but chiefly the “ dog-like 
fidelity” of the Coreans is due to the 
generous and considerate behaviour of 
their Manchu conquerors, and the 
assistance China gave Corea against the 
rathless Hideyoshi. 

An article by “ex-Officinl,” headed 
“Hongkong,” gives a sketch of the 
colony from the official point of view 
and shows with all the cocksureness and 
superiority of the Juck-in-office, that in 
the demand of the colonists for local 
representation “there is a vast amount 
of clap-trap and private axe-grind 
and very often all about nothing.” 
tells us that “* High life’ at Hongkong 
may be @efined as the Club, atid 
‘Society’ may be said to consist of the 
Club and its wives. The Club consists 
of say a hundred merchants and 
brokers, few bavkers, the navy and 
army men (a mere handful), a small 
|group of Government officials, globe- 
| trotters, consuls and merchants from 
outlandish forts (sic) who have come up 
for.an airing, a few select skippers who 
can keep their A's fairly straight, and 
that is all.” The community has vo 
real grievances whatever; they can 
well afford to pay the military contribu- 
tion; the so-called Customs blockade 
does no harm at all, and the Commis- 
siovers “are iu reality amovgst the 
most influential residents of Hong- 
kong ;” and “ it is to be hoped that the 








| 
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parochial debate style of dealing with 
locel affairs will never be allowed to 
nullify the effect of past achievements. 
++.» When the handful of British 
residents there reflect upon the amount 
of poverty at home, and the enormous 
numbers of ‘imperial’ taxpayers who 
have the greatest difficulty in keep- 
ing body and soul together by in- 
cessant-Jabour, they ought to. reflect 
how much more comfortable their own 
circumstances are, how little of the 
local revenue really comes from their 
pockets, and what a small locus standi 
they have for demanding a share in the 
‘imperial’ councils, People at home 
admire them and will always be proud 
of them, so long as they put a shoulder 
to the wheel, pay their share manfully, 
and help the old country along.” We 
trust this will not quite extinguish Mr. 
Whitehead. 

Next comes a not very powerful 
article, by “ An Old China Merchant,” 
on “Li Hung-chang and the Customs 
Tariff,” which is full of italics, and in 
which it is repeated that “the truth is 
that dribery and corruption are the 
causes of China’s terrible losses.” The 
writer’s knowledge of his subject is 
shown by his statement that “ Hong- 
kong, being a British Colony, can im- 
port what it likes, free of duty, except 
manufactured tobacco and a very few 
other articles.” The italics are all the 
old resident's. It is a worthless article. 
But farther on is a very amusing pen- 
and-ink sketch, by “An Old Resident 
in China,” of “Six British Ministers in 
China,” giving a trenchant summary 
of the characteristics, as they were 
appreciated by residents here, of Sir 
Froderick Bruce, Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
Sir Thomas Wade, Sir Harry Parkes, 
Sir John Walsham, and Sir N, R. 
O'Gonor. The writer concludes by 
saying: “No British Minister ever 
went ont to China less known than Sir 
Claude Macdonald, and from none has 
more ever been expected. It will be seen 
that, with the exception of Sir Frederick 
Bruce and Sir Thomas Wade, no British 
Minister to China has been, so far 
as solid results go, a complete success, 
The missiouaries and merchants are 
long-suffering, very loyal, and very hope- 
ful. They “are ‘willing to make all 
allowances, but it does seem as though 
the atmosphere of Peking were abso- 
lutely fatal to activity. Let us hope 
Sir, Claude Macdonald will resist its 
soporific influence.” We are convinced 
that if Sir Claude does not folfl our 
expectations, it will not be because of 
any weakness on his part, but because 
Ue is not backed up at home. 

‘The indefatigable Mr. E. H. Parker 
sends a digest of, news from native 
sources in China, which shows much 
diligence in its collection, and there 
are some Chinese notes, anent opium 
and. the currency, by Dr. Edkins.  Al- 
together, as we have said, China has a 
very fair share in this issue, with which 
is given a good coloured portrait of HE. 
Li from the Petit Journal,

his clan who attempted to remonstrate with 
him on his unfilial conduct and violent 
jmanner of dealing with his family and 
friends. ‘This rather astounded the in- 

Vestigating magistrate as it was really a 
case of family law versus the State laws. 
A parent in China has absolute power 
of life and death over his or her progeny 
to which even the laws of the land must 
bow, whilst, on the other hand, the law of 
the State requires “an eye for an eye and 
tooth for a tooth.” The magistrate could 
notarrest the dead man’s father, for he was 
backed by a whole army of witnesses of 
the Liu cian, declaring that the murdered 
man had but met his due; and yet the 
murder had to be avenged.

Suortty after 4 o’clock on Saturday 
morning a fire broke out in a block of 
native houses in Tiendong Road. The fire- 
men were promptly on hand and succeeded 
in confining the flames to four houses, two 
of which were completely destroyed and 
the others partially so. ‘The premises were 
‘owned by Chinese and were only partly 
insured. 


A fire broke out shortlyafter 1 o'clock yes- 
terday morning in a row of native shops in 
Chefoo Road. ‘The fire brigade waspromptly 
‘on the scene and soon succeeded in getting 
the flames under control. Five shops were 
completely destroyed and several others 
badly damaged by fire and water. ‘The 
property was fully insured, but the con- 
tents, with the exception of those of one 
shop, were uninsured, 


Ow Tuesday a native bricklayer while 
engaged at work on the chimney’ stack 
belonging to Messrs. Ibert & Co.'s new 
Cotton Mill fell from a height of over forty 
fect and was killed. ‘The same day a 
coolie carrying a load from Messrs. Butter- 
field & Swire’s steamer Wuchang to the 
‘odown on the French Bund fell into the 
hold, and died from his injuries while being 
taken to the Shantung Road Hospital. 

Os the arrival of the Esang from Tientsin 
on Tuesday the captain reported that a mur- 
dev had taken place on board on the voyage 
down, Among the native passengers were 
several mafoos in charge of a lot of ponies, 
and it was among them the trouble had 
happened. It appears that one of them was 
asleep in the 'tween-decks, when he was 
approached by another who told him to 
getup as he wanted to lie down in 
that particular place himself. On the man 
very naturally refusing to give up his 
bed the aggressor stabbed him in the 
thigh with a large knife, and afterwards 
kicked him severely about the body. On 
being informed of what had taken place the 
captain had the wounded man taken into 
the saloon and every means employed to 
save his Ife, but without ssooten as be dad 
very shortly after being removed, apparent- 
Jy from lose of blood, “The murderer, who 
had wounded himself in several places to 
ve colour to a story of his having acted 
in self-defence, was secured and placed in 
irons until the ship's arrival here, when he 
was handed over to the police. An inquest 
was held by the chiksien on Tuesday even- 
ing on the Associated Wharf, when all the 
formalities attendant on 2 Chinese enquiry 
of that nature were gone through. ‘The 








was first taken, and then the murderer 
himself was brought down by the police and 
interrogated by the chihsien. ‘The knife 
with which the deed was committed, a 
murderous-looking instrament with a blade 
about six inches long, was produced and 
seemed to create a deal of interest among 
the chihsien’s following. After an enquiry 
lasting nearly two hours it was decided 
the prisoner had committed wilful murder, 
and he was handed back to the police, 
to be charged at the Mixed Court.

He was at this time Chineso 
Secretary of the English Legation at

| place. ‘The Consul-General’s residence and 
secretary's offices and house, two of the 
best buildings in Seoul, were erected in

SUPERANNUATION IN THE 
CUSTOMS SERVICE. 
10th Nov. 

Stnce the late war with Japan, the 
Customs service has become, in a greater 
degree than before, an institution whose 
welfare and good mauagement are 
matters. of international importance. 
Being, as it is, the only sound security 
for recent and past loans, the only 
negotiable asset that China has been 
able to place against her heavy liabilities, 
its position has become thereby more 
secured and, at the same time, more 
open to criticism by all interested 
parties, Expecially, therefore, does it 
behove England. to see that the counsels 
and control of the service be wisely 
ordered and effectively carried out ; for 
not only does England represent a large 
percentage of China’s creditors, but, on 
account of her preponderating influence 
in trade, it is evidently her duty to 
obtain for those interests the leading 
voice and guiding hand in the service's 
administration, ‘hat this was the 
view of English statesmen was evident 
in the late loan negotiations; as 
evident, in fact, as the eagerness dis- 
played by the Franco-Russian alliance 
to onst British interests from their pre- 
sent position, It will not be well, how- 
ever, if England rests content with 
having averted the dangers which 
threatened at that juncture ; it remains 
for her to ensure such an administration 
at the Foreign Inspectorate, both now 
and hereafter, as shail disarm the hostile 
criticism of other bondholders. ‘M'hat 
there has been room for such criticism 
at varions times, and especially during 
the late war, few will deny. 

‘The service is a purely international 
institution, aud in its administration 
lies the difficult. task of serving many 
masters. But recent events have greatly 
affected its position in one respect, viz., 
that whereas heretofore its revenue was 
mortaged to a comparatively small 
extent, there is now, practically speak- 
ing, a lien on the whole seenrity ; and 
this lien is not likely to be removed so 
long as the Chinese system of govern- 
ment remains what it is. ‘This state of 
affairs naturally affects the respective 
positions ofthe mortagees, the Chinese Go- 
vernment, and the Inspectorate-General, 
and would now justify an interference 
in coutrol which formerly would have 
been impossible. For this reason it 
behoves England, as the most interested 
party, to aim at placing the Administra- 
tion upon the soundest, most prosperous, 
and most permanent footing possible. In 
saying this we do not mean to detract 
one iota from the high praise due to 
the present Inspector-General, nor to 
criticise for one moment his wonderful 
capacity for organisation and effective 
control. ‘The service, as it is, is of 
his making ; and it stands forth perhaps 
the most wonderful monument to the 
genius and labour of one man which 











quire the larger perspective of posteri 
to do full justice to the life-work of Sir 
Robert Hart, let the present day honour 
him as it may. But he—none better— 
is aware that in the administration of his 
service lie grave difficulties and serious 
defects. Its internal finances have been 
for many years in an unsatisfactory state 
owing partly to increased expenditure, 
and partly to the depreciation of silver, 
a factor which has told seriously against 
its position. Then tuo in the uncertain- 
ty which has beset, and which still 
besets, the question of its continuity 
on existing lines, there lies a grave 
source of danger. 'I'hat the present I.-G. 
has virtually controlled the entire In- 
spectorate single-handed for over thirty 
years may have been of the greatest 
good to China during that period, but 
there is no doubt that much insecn- 
rity arises from the fact that at this 
moment he caunot point to any one 
man, or body of men, trained and 
ready to carry on his work. Autocracy, 
like’ many other good things, has 
its disadvantages. But, let us not for- 
get tbat Sir Robert Hart has always 
laboured under the difficulty of serving 
many masters, and whatever defects we 
may observe in the present system are 
probably defects which he has been un- 
able, however willing, toremove, It isone 
thing to advise the T'sungli Yamén and 
another to ensure the adoption of 
advice; in this particular, the mortgagees 
of China’s revenue have a distinct 
advantage over Sir Robert Hart, for 
they can speak, not as servants, but as 
wasters of the position. ‘They can in- 
sist on the removal of anything which 
endangers their vested interests. 

The political and financial status of 
the Customs are matters on which it 
appears to us unadvisable to touch at 
the moment; we are concerned to-day 
rather with its personnel. This latter, 
in an international service, must ever 
be a subject requiring the most careful 
management and consideration. ‘l'o 
say that the welfare of the administra- 
tion depends upon the personnel is 
unnecessary ; to maintain it ina high 
state of discipline and efficiency, and 
to ensure the prevalence of esprit de 
corps and a healthy tone amongst its 
members, should be the aim of all who 
have its best interests at heart. That 
these latter attributes have greatly 
diminished in recent years is a fact 
patent to every resident in the East ; 
where formerly they existed, we now 
meet with feelings of discontent and un- 
easiness for the future. That this is part- 
ly due to political and financial aspects, 
we may admit; but there is another 
factor, viz., theabsence of superannuation, 
which has for some time been making 
itself keenly felt. It speaks volumes for 
the kindness of heart which has always 
characterised the Inspector-General that 
no rales have ever been formulated 
by him on this subject. In the younger 
days of the service they were naturally 
unnecessary ; but the time has come 
when it would appear imperative that

some steps should be taken to remove 






the congestion which prevails in the 
subordinate ranks. As things are to-day, 
promotion, except in cases of arbitrary 
selection, has become so slow as to com- 
pare unfavourably with that of other 
and better paid government services ; 
so slow, in fact, as to cause among 
the younger employés a permanent 
feeling of discontent. In all govern- 
ment administrations the necessity 
for compulsory resignation of senior 
men, after certain specified terms 
of service, is recognised ; where general 
efficiency and satisfaction are aimed at 
sach a measure is unavoidable. It may 
be said that the Customs have no pen- 
sions; but, on the other hand, the 
septennial sterling bonuses may well be 
considered to represent in the case of 
long-service men an ample eqnivalent. 

From the last Customs Service List 
we gather that in the case of the 
13 Senior Commissioners the average 
period of service is over 31 years, and 
their average term as Commissioners - 
is abont 23 years, nine having served in 
that capacity for over 24 years. ‘'urn- 
ing next to the Deputy Commissioners 
we note that they number 16, with an 
average service of 20} years ; next come 
2 Senior Assistants of 37 years’ stand- 
ing and-16 First Assistants whose 
average is 22 years, We need not 
follow our enquiry through all the lower 
grades, but when we observe that it 
requires, generally speaking, over 21 
years for an employé to reach a salary 
of T's. 225 a month, we cease to wonder 
at whatever discontent such employés 
may oceasionally express with their 
condition. ‘I'he man who has served 30 
years, with the liberal pay and allow- 
ances of a Commissioner for 20 years 
of that period, should be in a posi- 
tion after that time to make room 
for his juniors—in any other service 
he would be compelled to do so—even 
though his mental and physical capa- 
cities for work be in no wise impaired ; 
and it is evident that unless he does so, 
there is slight hope for younger meu to 
attain to the posts in which lies a 
possibility of providing for old age. It 
is impossible for an Inspector-General 
or the Chinese Government to expect 
hearty service or to obtain enthusiasm, 
from an employé who, after ten or 
twelve years’ work, finds himself on the 
salary of a second-rate clerk; and it will 
be equally impossible for the Customs 
Administration to preserve its former 
high standard of men and recognised 
efficiency of work if such conditions 
continue to prevail. 

We make these comments in no spirit 
of gratuitous criticism. As Englishmen, 
we are proud of the service that Eng- 
lishmen have founded and maintained. 
‘The machine is'a good one, but its flaws, 
evident and palpable, call for and deserve 
recognition by all who would work for 
its maintenance. If these flaws be due 
to the Chinese Governmemt, there are 
now interested parties enough to have 
them remedied ; but in any case, the 
personnel of the Customs should hence- 











forth, by virtue of recent events, be 
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looked. upon as a matter.move of in- 
ternational than of private importance. 

In conclusion, we trust that the senior 
members of the Customs will not take 
our remarks as written in avy spirit 
critical of their worth or qualifications. 
‘We are ready to admit, on the contrary, 
that, as a rule, “ age cannot, wither, nor 
the Customs stale, their infinite variety ;” 
but we write on the broad grounds of 
good policy and fair play, hoping the 
greatest good for the greatest number, 
and desiring to show wherein, according 
to our observation, lies a possible source 
of danger and degeneration to the whole 
service, unless a remedy be swiftly ap- 
plied.

After laying it down that a Cabinet 
ought to be an entity, meeting, consider- 
ing, and deciding as though it were an 
individual, the writer. decides that the 
best way to discover its principles, 
activity, and prospects is to analyse it ; 
that is, to discuss each of its members 
separately; which is much as if one 
were to portray a man by means of a 
detailed description of each of his limbs.

‘THE GREAT WESTERN RAILWAY 

OF CHINA. 
13th Nov. 
Later information enables us to correct 
one or two misapprehensions in our 
recent article on this important subject. 
It appears now that it is only the 
section from Peking toHankow,some 650 
miles, which Shéng ‘l'aotai is authorised 
by Imperial edict to form a Chinese 
company to construct, It is not the 
Wharton Barker syndicate, but a syndi- 
cate represented by Mr. Bash, to which 
Shéng has promised the order for the 
necessary materials which he cavnot 
provide at the Hanyang Ironworks, 
payment therefor being taken by the 
syndicate in shares in the projected 
company. It is stated that the syndi- 
cate is prepared to provide for this 
purpose a sum of at least twenty million 
taels, 

The Peking and Tientsin Times is 
very angry with Shéng, “ whose face is 
behind every obstruction to British inter- 
ests,” regarding it as entirely unfair that 
he should reap where Li has planted and 
Lo watered. It says that China is try- 
ing to revise her tariff with fore 
nations, and HE. Li has been appoint 
ed to the 'I'sungli Yamén to disouss 
this important question, but he is 
checkmated by the march that his 
former protégé has stolen on him.

It is pointed out that the existing rail- 
ways have been excellently and cheaply 
builé by tender by Mr. Kinder, “who 
combines ingenuity and theoretical 
learning with vast practical experience 
in railway matters in this parti- 
cular country.” Our contemporary con- 
tinues :— 

“Why should China, in order to 
satisfy the ambition of an official who 
has just recently escaped the claws of 
the Censors, having been accused of 
every form of dark squeeze, abandon 
safe and fair rules of procedure?— 

“1.—Why should she not raise loans 
from foreign countries? She cannot 
preeaze all the capital herself. Surely 
her resources are uot so exhausted, that 
she cannot do so so? and— 

“2.—Why should she not, as before, 
buy her rails, bridges, and rolling stock 
through the medium of tenders, thereby 
securing the best articles at the best 
price ? 

“3,—Why should she not leave the 
technical superintendence solely to her 
present Engineer-in-Chief and Eugineers 
who have built her first railways so 
honestly aud so well ? 

“Surely Shéng’s influence cannot be 
so powerful as to blow away well 
established modes of procedure and 
high merit simply by breathing some 
half-fautastic, half-artful persuasions in 
the ear of the young Emperor. 

“There are other aud weightier reasons 
why China should not throw herself 
absolutely into the arms of one nation 
when such a grand question as rail- 
ways across her vast dominions is at 
stake, She is trying to raise her 
tariffs, and Viceroy Li has been appoint- 
ed to solve the difficulty, in which Eng- 
land by force of undisputed trade sup- 
remacy must have the first say. There 
is a certain connection between China’s 
recent movement in the railway question 
aud the tariff revision. How can China 
expect to find a willing ear to her pro- 
posals in Great Britain and elsewhere 
when she seems to entirely overlook the 
spirit of the most favoured nation clause, 
the broad sense of which after all must 
be that a fair chance as regards trade 
and business enterprises shall be given 
to all treaty Powers?” 











The real answer to these questions, 
we imagine, is, because, to-use a phrase 
which is very expressive if not very 
classical, there is no money for any 
one in the tender system. It is general- 
ly understood that owing to the com- 
petition between the tenderers, the 
Chinese have obtained everything for 
the railway between ‘T'ientsin and 
Peking, sleepers, rails, ironworks, rolling- 
stock, actually below cost price, Whoever 
provides the money for the Great 
Western Railway has in some form 
to repay Shéug for the money he 
has paid for ‘that gigantic white 
elephant, the Hanyang Ironworks, and 
this cannot be done by the tender 
system. Still it remains to be seen 
whether Shénz has sufficiently consoli- 
dated his position at Peking, and can 
give sufficient security to the syndicate 
with which he is supposed to be work- 
ing, to enable him to build his railway 
in the way he proposes to himself and 
his friends,

y force the Sultan's career of atrocity, and 
equally afraid to give the mandate to do it 
to any one Power. So serious was tho 
situation that great emotion, as we leara 
from the Paris Temps, ‘was caused by M. 
Cambon, the French Minister at Constan- 
tinople, going to the Sultan and speaking 
to him quite seriously :— 

M. Cambon is reported to havo informed 
his colleagues that he had acquainted the 
Sultan with the feeling of diequistude caused 
throughout Europe by the fact that Constan- 
tinople was for several days given up to 
pillage and masscre without any attempt of 
the authorities to interfere. He is, moreover, 
‘said to have declared that a repetition of such 
outrages would lead to a European interven- 
tion in consequence of the danger to which 
the foreign colonies would be exposed. As 
regards the Armenians, the French Ambassa- 
dor recommended the Sultan to adopt a policy 
of clemency and pacification, and to make a dis- 
tinction between the mass of the people, who 
‘were peacefully inclined, and the revolutionary. 
element. He demanded the release of the 
thousands of unoffending Armenians now de- 
tained in prison, the convocation of an Arme- 
nian Assembly, the election of the Patriarch, 
and the carryiag out of the promised reforms. 
The Sultan is said to have replied that the 
‘Assembly would be summoned, that the re- 
forms would be extended to the whole of the 
Empire, and that a Commission would be 
appointed to carry out the extension of these 


reforms. 


And with these promises, the like of 
which the Sulten has made and broken 
over and over again, Europe, with its 
5,000,000 men under arms, is satisfied. 
If we are to take the Continental Press as 
‘a guide, the Powers were in a curious 
state of flux at the time the Czar was 
visiting England and France. Some of the 
Russian papers urged an understanding 
between England and Russia, while others 
were warning England that these soft 
words were only. written to make things 
pleasant while the Czar was at Balmoral. 





Meanwhile the German Press continued 
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its atvacks on England, and Bismarck was 
trotting out his Pomeranian Grenadier 
again “in the Hamburger Nachrichten, 
declaring that his healthy bones were 
worth more than the lives of ten thousand 
Armenians. At one time we are told that 
England, France, and Russia are coming to 
an understanding ; that is while the Czar 
is still in England ; but as soon as M. 
Hanotaux has a chance of talking to him in 
Paris, we are told that France and Rassia 
are going to turn us out of Egypt, but the 
Triple Alliance will take our site, "The up- 
shot of it we suppose will be that the ques- 
tion of Egypt will be left where it is, and 
we shall placate France by making terms 
agrecable to her as to Tunis, and all the 
Powers will go on trying to preserve the 
integrity of Turkey, knowing that when 
the Sick Man collayses, a quarael over Ke 
estate is inevitable. ‘The following are the 
ideas, published in the Rappel, of the 
well-known M. de Lanessan on the situa- 
tion 
So long as Russia, France, and England 
are not agroed concerning the’ solution of the 
Eastern Question, the peace of Europe will 
be threatened. ‘The respective interests of 
Russia, Enylaud, and France in the numerous 
questions involved in the Eastern problem 
indicate clearly the base on which it would 
be possible to attempt to establish an accord 
‘between those three Powers. The transforma- 
tion of the Ottoman Empire into a Federa. 
tion of States, the chief of them. enjoy 
ing sufficient independence under tie high 
authority of the Sultan and the guarantee of 
Europe, would be calculated to conciliate ina 
large measure all the interests at stake, Russia 
would obtain the certainty that the integrity 
of the Turkish Empire would not be violated 
by any other Power. England and France 
would be reassured concerning the traditional 
pretensions of Rursia on Constantinople, and 
France: would, by tho neutralisation af aha 
Suez Canal, a necessary consequence of the 
now organisation, obtain the certainty. that 
her direct communications with the Far Bast 
would be always free, and she would at the 
‘ae time gee the prepanderance of nd 
in Egypt diminish. ‘That solution would. 
moreover, have the advantage of rendering it 
possible for the three European Powers most 
Seoply interested in, the maintorcre of 
general peace to exercise a 
which would reduce the 
complete: powerlessness, and would protect 
Europe against the ambition of Germany. 
The situation has been toa certain extent 
complicated by the opening of the channel 
that, bas heen blasted, under the super- 
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‘sion of "M. Wallandt, a Hungarian 
mer, through the ‘Inon Gates of 
¢ Danube. ‘The work, first projected 


by the Roman Emperor Trajan, has 
taken eight years to accomplish, but it 
is done at Inst, and a wide canal fairway 
has been made, about five miles long and 
twelve feet deep. The opening of the 
Gates. was accompanied ly the announee- 
ment that Roumania und Servia had» made 
an alliance with Austria-Hungary, and that 
Greece wasexpected tojointhe combination ; 
soma of the heirs of the Sick Man are 
evidently uniting to’ protect their share of 
the estate against Russia, when the time 
for division comes. In reference to this 
the Morning Post says :— 

In a great crisis of the world’s affairs the 
public is best served, it seems to us, not by 
advocacy but by criticism—that i 
eflort t6 set before those who wish to see 
clearly tae real character of the varions 
issues that go to make up the problem. A 
situation like that of to-day places other 
Governments than our own under great 
stress, and it is neither wise nor charitable to 
assume that their motives are meaner than 
our own. None of them bas the freedom from 
apprehension of danger which the immemorial 
tradition of insularity has conferred upon Eng. 
land. ‘This delicate position of some of the other 
Pow illustrated by one of the more in- 
teresting of recent events, the formal opening 
of the passage through the cataracts of the 
Danube known as. the Iron Gates. The 
Danube is the great natural highway uniting 
the German provinces of Austria with Hur 
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ry, and both with Servia, Roumania, and 

ulgaria, as well as the natural road between 
all these countries and the sea. Its effect 
ness as a useful road has hitherto been barred 
by the obstructions near Orsova, and the cut- 
ting of a channel navigable by large vessels 
through the rocks at this point will be a 
benefit of the first order to the trafic 
and trade of all these countries, and of 
their customers beyond the sea. If, then, 
ivis natural that Russia should look toward 
Constantinople, it is at least as natural that 
Austria shonld look in the same direction, 
and that the two Powers should be to some 
extent jealous of one another's designs. But 
Austria, with a smaller population of different 
Faces, may well feel the pressure of rivalry 
with Russia that has 60,000,000 inhabitants 
of one blood and one speech. Those who 
would lightly call upon Russia to take Con- 
stantinople shut their eyes to the fact that 
Austria-Hungary would be bound to resist 
to the uttermost any such Proceeding, for it 
would mean the planting of a rival's foot 
upon an artery vital to her own prosperity. 

There is so much girding at England in 
the Continental papers that it is pleasant 
to read the following in the Vienna corres- 
pondence of the Standard :— 

The Fremdenblatt, the organ of the Austrian 
Foreign Office, has a remarkably friend. 
ly article on ‘the expedition to Dongola, 
in which full justice is done to the admirable 
organisation of the force and the gallantry of 
the troops. The article, if inspired, is of 
some political importance, not only in view 
of the eventual raising of the Ezyptian Ques- 
tion by one or other of the Powers, but also 
as evidence of a change of feeling towards 
England. ‘The writer begins by Temarking 
that while the French, who usually follow 
with suspicious eyes every British movement 
in Africa, are absorbed in arranging the 
Russian fetes, the British Soudan Expedition 
has attained results, the importance of which 
is hardly appreciated by the rest of Europe. 
The expedition has regained for keypt lost 
territories of enormous extent, restored Ei 
land's prestige, and inspired’ the Egyptian 
troops with self-respect and with confidence 

their European leaders. All hope of re- 
faining the lost province had been abandoned, 
but England works carefully and consistently 
and whenever Is her protectorate 
oret any portion of the world. she rules 
effectively, and knows how to vindicate to the 
protected people the glory of the British 
name. France, the most interested Power, 
will. notwithstanding her loudly-manifested 
national jealousy, and in spite of the visit of 
the Khedive to Paris, allow England to pnrsue 
her course, and to crown her recent success by 
the re-conquest of Khartoum. In the event, 
reat Britain will really be omnipotent in 
‘gypt, and no European action will be able 
to shake or destroy her position. 

The Economist of the 26th of September 
opens with the following note on the 
Boney Market + 

At took some little time for the Bank 
directors at their meeting on Thursday to 
decide upon an advance of the official rate 
to3 percent. The movement, however, now 
that it has been made, meets with general 
approval. It was quite evident that unless 
the gold withdrawals ceased, action on the 
Part of the Bank could not be long delayed, 
and the market is better pleased that that 
should have been taken at once than that it 
should inave been left for another week or 
two in a state of uncertainty. Of course the 
outlook is still far from clear. The prevailin, 
opinion is that the American demanil for gold 
isnow pretty nearly satisfied, and that opinion 
is strengthened hy the fact that the monetary 
stringeucy in the States has ahated some- 
what, and there is therefore less inducement 
toship gold from this side. It is, however, 
an opinion that cannot be held ‘with any 
confidence, for the monetary position in 
the States is at present so strained and so 
artificial that no one can tell what may 
happen. All that can be said is that the 
Bank, by raising its rate, has put itself in a 
Better, position for dealing with the gold 
drain if it should continue. But it has still 
to make the higher rate effective, for the 
market has thus far not responded to the 
advance, the quotation for best three months’ 
bills being not more than 23 per cent. ‘There 















































is pretty certain to be @ hardening of the 


outside rates at the end of the quarter, but, 
with the distribution of the dividends, it 
must be expected that they will again 
decline, unless the Bank takes measures to 
reduce the amount of money that will then be 
seeking employment. Following the advance 
in the official rate, the Banks and discount 
houses have raised’ their rates on deposits to 
14 per cent. 


‘The Economist's first leading article is on 
“The Queen,” and it points out her Ma- 
jesty’s great value to her Empire as its 
most experienced and wisest Minister, 
{There is no doubt,” says the writer, 
“‘that England is ‘a veiled Republic,’ and 
no doubt either that her fortunes are ma- 
terinlly affected by the Monarchy, and, 
therefore, by the character of the Monarch. 
‘The personality of Queen Victoria. . 
has been of more value to the country than 
it even yet fully recognises.” Not only 
for her influence on morals and domestic 
life; but she has been the greatest help 
her Ministers have had to govern wisely, 
She can make them explain clearly what, 
they propose to do, “and the person to 
whom you must explain yourself is always 
a person of influence on your counsels” 
‘Thus the Queen has been “a most impor- 
tant Councillor of State, knowing every- 
thing, discussing everything, and not 
infrequently exerting her much dreaded 
reserved power—that of asking whether 
the advice tendered her was that of a 
unanimous Cabinet, or had only been 
arrived at by suppressing serious dif- 
ferences of opinion. There is no power, in 
the strict sense, in this right to be con- 
sulted, but there is enormous influence, 
and that influence has been always exerted, 
as is known to many politicians, to keep 
the march of the Monarchy steady, to make 
policy continuous, and to avoid eapricious 
or even’ hastily-advised action. ‘he con- 
tinuity of our policy is largely due to the 
Queen's influence, and she has never, what. 
ever her private opinions, allowed even a 
suspicion to arise that she was undermin- 
ing a Ministry. Another great service she 
has done to the State has been the secrecy 
‘as toi her private views and opinions that 
she has succeeded in maintaining :— 


Princes have usually much confidenco in 
themselves, they by no means like to hide 
their light, and they enjoy showing that 
they are constituent and important parts of 
the machine of Government. The Queen has 
never put herself forward so as either to 
shield or to thwart a Minister ; has, on the 
contrary, while working steadily for aix or 
seven hours a day, suffered herself to. be 
considered by the ‘majority of the people 
rather as an ornamental figure-head than us 
one of the propellers in the great ship. 
There is a great alsence not only of vanity, 
but of selfishness, in that line of conduct, 
which is one that very competent statesmen 
have repeatedly shown themselves unable to 
follow. "They ‘must make a fuss with them. 
solves instead of leaving it to time to reveal 
the parts they have played and the judg- 
ments they have formed—a weakness from 
which the Queen has shown herself to bo 
entirely free. She bas been silent, some. 
times “under strong provocation — as, for 
instance, in regard to all the preposterous 
libels as’ to her habit of accumilation—and 
has left it to her life to reveal her to her 
people. She has, in fact, throughout life 
played in a supreme position the part of 
@ woman of strong sense, much reticence, 
and a clear realisation of what that pot 
sition required and what it forbade. ‘The 
result has been that warm appreciation 
of the utility as well as of the character of 
the Sovereign which has made the Throne 
distinct] prone than it was when she 
ascended i has developed loyalty so 
strongly that its expression tends sometimes 
toa little fulsomeness. The Queen has not 
been the canse of the wonderful prosperity 
which has hitherto marked her reign, but 
her sound sense has been one of the causes 
why successive Ministries have been so little 
carried away by that prosperity, but have 
helped to remove obstacles out of the way. 


























That the Queen throughout her long and 
successful reign has advanced steadily with 
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her people till the United Kingdom though 
still a Monarchy is also the most perfect 
Democracy now existing, is a feat which re- 
veals either a judgment, or, as we have said, 
a eelf-suppression, which’ deserves at the 
hands of all classes more credit than it re- 
ceives. The Queen has received this week 
many compliments and many felicitations ; 
‘we prefer to consider her as one who through 
an extraordinary period of time has carried 
on the business of reigning with dignity over 
a free people with unsurpassed judgment 
and good sense. If she had been a Tudor 
she could not have managed better, and 
would not have managed half s0 well. 

In the second article justice is done to 
Mr. Gladstone's address at Liverpool on the 
Armenian question, ‘one of the most 
marvellous oratorical achievements ever 
recorded. For an hour and a quarter, and 
in spite of a voice far less strong than in 
former days, Mr. Gladstone was able to 
hold an audience of over 6,000 people. 
There is sald to have been’ no lack of 
vitality in his manner, and certainly the 
matter of his speech shows not the slightest 
sign that his intellectual vigour has been 
dimmed or diminished by advancing years.” 
‘The Economist goes on to show that what we 
hhave to fear is the Sultan’s refusal to listen 
to our demands, relying on the private 
counsels of some of the Powers. The 
Powers would not openly go to war with 
us, if we published a self-denying ordin- 
ance before taking action, but they would 
put exceedingly formidable and embarras- 
sing difficulties in our way. And so we 
go on “letting I dare not wait upon I 
would,” while the killing of Christians 
continues, ‘There is useful article on 
“The Rand Outlook.” 

‘The following note from the Spectator 
will interest those who go down to the 
sea in steamers :— 

At the general meeting of the British As- 
sociation on Saturday Dr, Elgar read a paper 
on Safety in Ships.” He showed that the 
safety of ships had ‘been gradually increasing. 
‘They seldom failed in stability, and owing 
to the strength with which the deck-houses 
were now constructed, it was practically im- 
possible for a well-built steamer to be over- 
whelmed by the sea,—that is, by the sea 
breaking over her and finding its way below 
in such quantities as to sink her. Another 
great source of safety was water-tight com- 
partments, There appeared to be no reason 
why lary senger-steamers should not be 
so sub-divided as to be safe against any single 
blow from outside. This was practically done 
in many of the great Transatlantic steamers 
running from Liverpool. 
naval architect, commissioned to think of no 
other considerations than safety, could build 
1a steamer which, even wore she ripped up by 
a sunken rock like the Drummond Castle, 
or run into like the Zbe, would still remain 
afloat and safe. But of course such a steamer 
would be very expensive to construct, and 
probably e great deal of valuable space Would 
he wasted. At the same time, the sense of 
absolute security attaching, to her would 
make people willing to pay 10 per cent more 
for a berth than in an ordinary liner. We 
wonder that one of the great firms does not 
build a steamer which they could advertise 
as an ocean lifeboat. 

"Tho Spectator’s first leading article is on 
“The Queen.” Tt concludes :— 

‘Her personal character is the chief glory of 
the Queen. It is much that during her rei 
we have grown so happy, to rich, wo powerful 
but it is more that she has shown us that a 
woman may take a share in the 
ordering of human affairs, and yet remain 

jotted from the world.” It is a lesson 
we all need to learn, and it has been given us 
in a way by which all men may profit ‘There 
may be some force in saying that it is easy to 
do right if one is rich. There is none in say- 
ing that it would be easy to do right if only 
‘one were a Sovereign. No task is in reality 
harder than that imposed upon a King or 
Queen,—especially if the Sovereign is bound 
by a Constitution such as ours. ‘The consti- 
tutional Monarch has added to every other 
temptation incident to Royal power the 
temptation to intrigue against the Ministers 
who are imposed upon him by the public 
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voice, and who are empowered to speak and 
act in bis name. When the Tlonarcl belive 
the policy chosen by his Ministers to be 
‘wrong or foolish or dangerous the temptation 
‘to use indirect means to oppose them must 
sometimes be extreme. Depend upon it, it 
can never be easy to be a constitutional King. 
But the Queen, though in sixty years she must 
again and again have differed from her Minis- 
ters, has never stooped to intrigue against 
them as did her grandfather and her uncle. 
The notions of intrigue and the Queen in con- 
junetion are inconceivable. Loyalty, truthful- 
ness, and discretion are not the qualities on 
which intrigues are built. But as we have 
said, and as we must say again, losalty, trath- 
fulness, and discretion are the Queen’s charac- 
teristics. Long may the nation enjoy the 
rule of one who is marked by such qualities, 
and may they become the ideals of her 
‘successors. That is the prayer of all the 
Queen’s subjects. ‘The Queen has set them 
au example of truth and honesty, and has 
shown them enthroned the ideal which all the 

‘oglish-speaking peoples instinctively desire 
to follow. That ideal is to behave, in all 
times and in all places and in all trials, like 
an English gentleman. The Queen has ful- 
filled the ideal, and in fulfilling it has won for 
herself the love and admiration -of all her 
people. 

‘The article on “The Czar's Visit” leads 
up to the conclusion which hardly requires 
discussion for men who speak the English 
tongue, that our system of government is 
better than the Russian, In its article on 
“The Fate of Constantinople,” the Spectator 
hints that a cue has been given to the 
Press, and that cue is that we are very 
sorry that the Sultan behaves so badly, 
but we dare not interfere with him single- 
handed ; and as the Spectator says: “We 
do not like the way things are going.” 
There is a very readable article headed 
“The Truth about Gold.” 

Mr. Labouchere in Truth urges that 
Russia should be given a free hand, and 
says that what blocks the way is the tradi- 
tional policy of our Foreign Office, from 
which the permanent oficial, who rently 
govern England, cannot be moved. rut 

ints the following letter from a well- 
informed correspondent at Constantinople : 

One of the notable instances out of many of 
a like nature in connection with the Consta 
tinople massacres was the conduct of Khosrov 
Pasha, a General in the Army. His private 
residence is situated at Defterdar, on the 
Stamboul side of the Golden Horn, outside 
the walls. It is due to his prompt and plucky 
action that the Armenians round about his 
juarter were not pillaged and massacred. He 
held no military authority in the district in 
question, but the mob gathering together he 
sallied ott at once and ordered them to di 
perse ; as they took no notice of his orders he 
promptly shot two of the rioters down, with 
the wholesome effect of dispersing the re. 
mainder. The police were then admonished 
by him, with the result that not a single 
Armenian was molested in that district. 

‘Khosre Pasha has since been denounced to 
the Palace as a partisan of the Armenians, 
and been placed under arrest, “pour en- 
courager les autres.” 

In former letter I mentioned that the 
Softas had condemned the massacres, as 
against the precepts of the Koran. ‘The 

lemas (Doctors of Religious Law) are about 
to circulate a pamphlet containing sixteen 
Fetvas on the present condition of the Gov- 
ernment and the conduct of the Sultan. The 
Fetvas, as is the custom, are put in the form 
of question and answer, and form as a whole 
avery strong indictment against the Sultan 
and his advisers. Questions and answers are 

ven in Turkish, and each answer is followed 
‘@ quotation in original Arabic from the 
ran, being the authority for the answer 
The yhlet sins ‘saying that, the 
contents being erate Kom tne holy book, 
they are sacred, and it therefore cannot be 
contended that any one in possession of the 
same can be guilty of a crime. 

‘The strongest feature in it is the declara- 
tion if the Commander of the Faithful has 
been guilty of abuses and deemed unfit to 
reign, and the Faithful are powerless to re- 
move him, then they may call in extraneous 
aid for that purpose, and that this act is 
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perfectly correct and orthodox acconling to 
the quotation cited. This, nodoubt, is meant 
prepare the way in th minds of the 
‘Mussulman populace for the removal of the 
Sultan by foreign aid. 

The Westminster has some capital illus- 
trations and an amusing article headed 
“‘Baboo English.” Two_pages of good 
description are devoted to Mr. Gladstone's 
appearance at -Liverpool, and there is a 
successful sonnet by Canon Rawnsley :-—

The China Medical Missionary Journal, 
September, 1896.

A writer in earlier and less enlightened 
times once indulged his satirical propensities 
by remarking that “doctors ate not slow 
to pour drugs of which they know little 
into bodies of which they know less.” 
That this does not apply to the present 
time is borne in upon us as we lance over 
the bulky quarterly isstted. by the Meclienl 
Missionary Association of China; and es- 
pecially as we note the contents of the 
fully forty pages—small type and double 
columned—of the department devoted to 
medical and surgical progress. ‘They are a 
revelation of the enterprise, conscientious- 
ness and strenuousness of the members 
of the healing profession, and assume a 
greater importance and cause a fresher 
interest as, skipping over to Notes and 
Items, we read on p. 174, that: “It must 
not be supposed that instances of self 
immolation on the altar of science are 
rare; on the contrary, they are of daily 
occurrence. A biologist who wishes to 
study the life history of the tapeworm 

ws one in his own body ; a physician 
tuins his health by experimenting on pro- 
cesses of aigestion. sone own stomach ; a 

eographer risks his life to get a barometric 
Soting ; a bacteriologist inoculates himself 
only too stccessfully with a disease germ ; 
asanitarian, in order to test the effect of 
decomposed organic matter on the human 
system, drinks sewer water for a month ; a 
chemist works for years on compounds so 
explosive that. the ‘careless touching of a 
few grains would kill him.” 

The first section of the Journal—that 
devoted to original communications—opens 
with some notes of Red Cross: Hospital 
work during the Inte war. “In New- 
chwang,” says Dr. Christie, ‘‘we had to 





make use of such premises as could be 
rented, native inns being the most suitable 
for our purpose. ‘These houses were dark 
and dilapidated, with crevices in their mud 
walls through which wind and snow found 
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condition could not have been worse. 
Gwing to the exigencies of war there were 
eight medical men in the port that winter, 
which was fortunate, as during December 
and January 236, and in February over 700 
cases were admitted to the Red Cross 
Hospital. In all over a thousand wounded 
were treated.” 3 
‘The notes given of the cases of interest 
are illustrated by a number of collotypes. 
There are fairly good, considering the 
difficulties that must have attended the 
taking of the original photographs. Two 
jictures are also given as a frontispiece in 
illustration of the manner in which wound- 
ed soldiers were conveyed to hespital. An 
other illustration shows the distortion of a 
bullet after penetrating the bone. In speak~ 
ing of some of the good results of this Red 
Cross work, Dr. Christie says : “An impres- 
sion was made on the minds of the soldiers 
which is not likely to passaway. Of direct 
Christian teaching there was necessarily 
Jess than in purely mission hospitals ; but 
most of the natives employed as assistants 
were Christians and were always ready to 
witness to their faith. It was very remark- 
able to see the number of convalescent 
atients who voluntarily attended the Sun- 
ay services in our native Church, Some 
months later three of these men were 
baptized in.

on board, together with a large party of 
well-known people, including Admiral 
Popoff and Lord Mount-Edgeumbe. Mr. 
Gray's account of the affair is as follow: 

We had stormy weather immediately after 
we left Copenhagen, and a rough time near] 
all the way over. There was a high sea wit 
strong winds in the lower part of the Catte. 
Bat, where wo washed part of the Sgure-head 
away. When we got round the Skaw the 
‘wind became more favourable, because of our 
altered course, though we still had a hard 
gasterly gale, which, as we got well into the 
North Sea increased in severity, Then at acne 
on to rain'and sleet, which did not improve 
matters. Indeed, it turned out a fearful bad 
night, and so thick that we could scarcely see 
anything. What now happened I have never 

able to account for ; it is a mystery to 
me, as it was to allon board. ‘Towards morn. 
ing wo found ourselves among the sands off 
Yarmouth. I thought we were forty miles 
away, when, to my astonishment, Teaught 
sight of the Newarp lightship. I enly saw it 
for an instant; but there was no. mistakin 
its three lights. We were going Bight for it 
in the direction we had come, and I know 
that to get there we must have come right 
over Smith Knole, just north of Yarmouth, 
We had run a fearful risk ; but it happened 
to be high water, and so we got over without 
touching. I remember the night well, as tho 
Duke of Edinburgh was on the bridge till 
eleven o'clock. ‘There was great consternation 
when it was discovered where we were, and a 
consultation took place in the chartroom. I 
had to go down. ‘The: captain could not 
speak a word .of English, but the executive 
officer could, and so could Admiral Popoft, 
The Admiral saidto me: “This is a bad 
job, pilot.’ I said: ‘It might have been, 
Sic.’ He said: ‘How has the ship got here 
Said {: That I can't account for anyhow.’ 
Then the Admiral said: “The light that you 
say ‘showed three lights:the officer on watch 
says showed only two.’'I replied that I 
was ‘certain that it showed threo li 
that it “was the ‘Newarp: lightship.’ Ho 
said = * You seem very positive’ Tsai: (1 
am so positive, that if you goon, I shall take 
it'as the three-light lightship.”. "Then," sul 
he, ‘if it is as'you say, and wo go accord: 
ing to your: judgment, What: is the next light 
wo shall cone to?? The Croton lightship— 
fred revolving light gaid 1 «And how 
long before wo sight it?? he asked. I told 
him, and he said:4 All right, go.on;” 
and’in a short time we saw the Croton 
light. Tt was a fearful morning ; but after- 
wards the storm abated, sand’ we anchored 
that night about nino o'clock at the Nore. 
We were so much behind that the Admiralty 
telegraphed:to the different. signal stations 
along the coast, asking if the Derjava had 
been seen. After anchoring I had to go with 
& boat's crew to Sheerness to wire’ to the 
Admiralty that all was right. Next morning 
there was a kind of court-martial, to enquire 
how the ship got out of her course. Seme- 
one suggested that: the compass might be out 
of order. Admital Popoff asked if there could 
be a current in that part of the North Sea 
that had not been marked in the ‘charts. ‘The 
Duke of Edinburgh said that wasrimpossible, 
Lord Mount-Edgcumbe, who was in tho nav’ 
and captain. of ship himself, said: ‘I tool 
Particelar care: in-looking after the pilot. I 
was struck with’theiattention he paid to the 
ship especially ‘to ‘the steering, and-I do not 
think anyone could have brought the ship 
better.” “So inthe end it was decided that 
they: could: not ‘account for the ship getting 
80 much out of her course. And that they 
did not consider T was to blame is shown by 
the fact that I took the Derjava back to 
Copenhagen.

News lias lately been painfully saree in 
Chinanfu, which will explain the infre- 
quency of letters from your correspondent. 
ince my: return from Chefoo five weeks 
ago the only items of special interest have 
been the dedication in the middle of Sep- 
tember of the new chapel in the east 
suburb ‘belonging to the - Presbyterian 
Mission, ‘and the repairing and repainting 
of all the structures‘on the city wall over 
the gates and at other points,’ thereby. 
giving them a fresh inviting appearance, 
which they have never heretofore possessed 
within the memory: of the writer. This 


‘Y | refurbishing of the gates is ‘doubtless due 





to the energy of our Governor, Li Ping-héng, 
and in the same line as the extensive re~ 
pairs which were made in the spring on the 
sabarb wall, which is now in excellent con- 
dition. What an immense pity it is that 8 
man of such sterling character and of such 
energy as Governor Li seems to be should 
not be more-inclined to foreign improve- 
ments! He is said to belong to the old 
school and to be very averse to foreiguers 
and their ways: The new Presbyterian 
Chapel, which was erected during the hot 
weather under the superintendence of the 
Rev. L. J. Davies, is a strictly Chinese 
structure: about 60 by 32. feet inside, 
capable of seating three hundred and 
fifty people. It has a central space 
of eighteen feet clear and on either 
side a span of eight feet each between a 
row of pillars and the outside wall. Tt is 
built of dark limestone, is double-tiled and 
brick-floored—altogether a very satisfactory 
building. The Roman Catholics inside the 
city have also been building extensively 
lately. During a call a their city place a 
few days ago Father Pius, a very friendly 
Italian’ priest, took me over their new 
buildiogs. Unlike the American Mission’s 
buildings they are entirely foreign in con- 
struction, some of them being two stories 
in height, and are really massive and 
elegant in their architecture. Beside their 
premises inside the city, where the Bishop 
resides, ‘the Roman Catholics have a | 
establishment jo'a village's few li outside 
the east suburb gate. They seem to have 
a considerable work in the regions about 
Chinanfa.

Great preparations are being made to 
receive the Viceroy, who is expected hero 
in a few days.

city. Troop drill is the order of the day.

THE WEATHER AND THE FAST. 

For four weeks we were scorched and 
parched, for two months we have been 
drenched with rain and have fought against 
mildew and damp. Then it seemed beside | 
everything else we were to be starved. 
Fora er eight days’ fast was ordered, and 
just after my Jast letter to you was sent off 
the servants came back with the news that 
there was literally nothing to be bought. 
For months our supplies from Shanghai 
have been cut off, even the things 
that have struggled up to us turning bad 
with the length of the voyage. So when 
suddenly no lard was to be got where no 
butter was to be found before, and no soup 
meat, and no eggs, no chickens nor meat of 
any kind, -was it inhospitable to roturn 
thanks when the friends invited to lun- 
chcon sent word they could not come? But 
still there was a tea party on. And is it 

ossible to make cakes or scones without 

vutter, lard or cap? The only thing seem- 
cd to be to buy Chungking preserved fruit. 
‘They are very nice, if you happen to like 
preserved fruits at afternoon tea. But it 
seemed wrong to make a grievance of any- 
thing when thinking of the hungry ye 
there must be all round with rice alt as 
dear again as last year and still rising, 
whilst wages do not rise. Such a number 
of people never get quite enough to eat 
anyhow. 

tis already thought to be unsafe to send 
money into the country to buy goods, for 
at the very fizst night's resting-place on 
the way from Chungking to the capital 
aimed ‘bands are scouring the country. 
Tho road there crosses one of those in 
some parts 2,000 ft. high ranges, that follow 
this country like waves of the sca.

We foreigners are all going 
t each with two soldiers in front of us, 
intelligent seeming, very civil men, in 
beautifully new clothes, their bright red 
waistcoats giving them a very festive ap- 
pearance. There are besides numbers of 
men in orange coats, who seem to have 
some duty as regards Keeping order, whilst 
tseijen with pale, anxious-looking faces 
sprang forward in dozens to protect me, 
tvhen I went to examine the parade ‘ground 
today. All the houses have been removed 
from it, and a mock city wall with five 
gates built across it by means of dark blue 
cotton with white chalk lines to simulate 
the joints of the blocks of stone. All the 
world (without his wife) has been out 
drinking tea to-day at tables there, and

THE JAPANESE COMMERCIAL TREATY. 


We mentioned the ratification of this 
treaty. The exchange of the ratifications 
took place here on the 20th. ‘The Japanese 
Minister refused to exchange the ratifica- 
tions unless the Bakan Treaty were honestly 
carried out by the Chinese. TheChinese have 
shown symptoms of their unwillingness to 
abide by the strict interpretation of the 
treaty. One or two rather stormy meetings 
took place at the Foreign Office with the 
result that Baron Hayashi delivered an 
ultimatum that if his demands were not 
agreed to by midnight of the 19th ult. he 
would leave Peking. The Tsungli Yamén 
got alarmed. HE. Chang Yin-huan was 
epated to proceed at once to the Summer 
Palace to consult with Prince Kung who 
was at the Iho Park. The north-west city 
gate was opened specially for the Minister 
with the result that the Japanese demands 
were conceded. It was rumoured that the 
Japanese Minister had gone at midnight to 
the Yamén, so urgent was the business in 
hand, The version here given is, however, 
the correct one. 


JAPANESE FACTORIES AND CONCESEIONS, 
In regard to the question of the establish- 
ment of factories two different inter- 
pretations have existed. The Japanese have 
insisted that China bad no power to levy 
taxes upon the factories. The ChineseGorene. 
ment maintained the opposite view. Now the 
Japanese have accepted the Chinese render- 
ing and China is now consequently at 
liberty and has the power to place what 
taxes she may please upon the native 
raw materials and the output of these cotton 
mills. This is an important point for China. 
‘The question has not yet come up for 
discussion in the Diplomatic Body, as owing 
to the lamented death of the Italian 
Minister, no meeting has yet taken place 
of the foreign representatives, Japan con- 
sented to this change in the interpretation 
of the treaty solely on receiving from 
China a quid pro quo in the shape of con- 
cessions at Tientsin, Shanghai, Hankow, 
and Amoy, all of which ports are important 
centres of commerce for Japan, particular! 
Amoy tis-d-vis Formosa. Baron’ Hayashi le 
here on the 8rd for Japan. It is rumoured 
that he is likely to be sent to St, Petersburg. 
Mr. Uchida, the Secretary of Legation, be- 
comes Chargé d’Afaires. In the afternoon of 
the 2nd HE. Chang Yin-huan accompanied 
by Mr. Wu Ting-fang visited the Japanese 
Legation, and presented to each of the 
principal’ members of the Legation the 
“Double Dragon” decoration, which has 
been conferred upon them by the Emperor. 


LI HUNG-CHANG. 

His Excellency arrived here on the 
morning of the day when the above treaty 
was exchanged and the day after the 
romulgation of the edict regarding the 
nkow railway. HE. remained eleven 
days at Tientsin before coming into the 
capital. Doubtless he wished the Japanese 
treaty out of the way before his arrival, 
His first visit was paid to the Empress- 
Dowager, his patron, at the Tho Park after 
his audience with the Emperor. While 
there he strayed into the ruined Yuen- 
ming-yuen—the Summer Palace—with what 
object is not known. The Emperor, it is 
rumoured, did not care to have any one 
spying into what he is doing there—the 
work of restoration having been in part 
undertaken. Others suggest that the 
Grand Secretary may have wished to 
see the ruins and estimate the cost 
of the restoration with a view to supplying 
the wherewithal. He was once taken 
there by the late Seventh Prince, the Em- 
peror's father, with this object. As it hap- 
pened, the eunuchs reported the matter to 
the Empress-Dowager, she to the Emperor, 
with the result that the Grand Secretary 
was handed even to the Board of Civil 
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Office for a punishment. The decision of| 
the Board was to the effect that His Ex- 
cellency should be deprived of all offices, 
which was graciously changed into for 
feiture of one year's salary by the Emperor, 
with the option of having merit in some 
other account set off against it. For this 
punishment, the Ex-Viceroy returned 
thanks. This punishment, and in fact 
the notice taken of the trespass, was in- 
tended to be a slap in the face to 
Li Hung-chang and to take the edge 
offhis triumphal visit to the West. The 
same Gazette that contains his degradation, 
contains also his appointment to the Tsungli 
‘Yamén. This is supposed to indicate the 
necessity of his presence on the Foreign 
Board in view of the revision of the treaty 
and the discussions which may take place 
on the expected rise in the tariff duties. 
‘The post is said not to be a congenial one. 
‘The Viceroy has been paving visits to the 
Foreign Ministers. He lives in his old

THE “{ATTLE INCIDENT” AT THE CLUB. 

It is a matter ofsimple justice to yourself 
and your numerous readers, not to speak of 
others, that the facts you published must be 
substantiated by irrefragable proof and in- 
contestable evidence against the so-called 
facts of your French contemporary which 
are as baseless as the vision of « dream. 
Instead of “having maliciously exaggerated 
the little incidevt,” the writers of this if 
they have erred at all, have erred on the 
side of leniency aud’ charity. In vain 
does the Messayer de Chine seek to de- 
fend M. Gérard “by establishing the real 
facts.” We challenge anyone to dispute the 
absolute correctness of the report furnish- 
ed. With the exception of Colonel Denby’s 
resignation, which was of the president- 
ship and not the membership of the Club, 
out of deference to his colleague’s awkward 
position and to avoid trouble, at his own 
instigation or that. of others we know not, 
and the alleged letter {rom Sir Olaule aed 
the statement that the committee of the 
Club wrote a letter to M. Gérard, which is 
admitted by your contemporary but no in- 
ference drawn from it, there is not from the 
beginning to theendof the inspired commun- 
ication another statement, and there are 
seven or eight of them, that is not devoid of| 
truth. Tt has been received in Peking with 
roars of laughter. We are therefore strongly 
inclined to doubt the accuracy of its account 
of Sir Claude's letter and weshould much like 
to see this denunciation of his nationals in 
China by H.B.M?s representative, “of for- 
getting the first rules of politeness,” suppor- 
ted by much better evidence. We do not for 
4 moment suppose, granting that such a 
letter was written, that M. Gérard received 
Sir Olaude’s sanction to the publication of 
its contents. 

A COMPLETE REFUTATION. 

We shall now deal serévtim with your 
contemporary’s statements. Before doing so, 
however, we would join you most heartily 
in expressing the wish that this attempt to 
extenuate the French Minister's conduct 
had been left alone and allowed, if possible, 
tobe forgotten. But, through the injudicious 
Kindness of friends, this is now impossible 
and the Minister of France and the Protec- 
tor of Catholic Missions has verily been 
delivered into the hands of his enemies. It 
is not in this way that his honour is to be 
retrieved. We are told that “the Peking Club 
has always been considered a Diplomatic 
Club beeause every oue belonging to a lez 
tion is a member by richt.” “If so, why did 
the French Minister and his staff resign ? 
A French member of the Club sent in a 
vwrtten ‘protest Jost spring. against. Sir 
Glaude's being nominated a Steward of the 
races. This occurred just before the Min- 
ister’s arrival. The Committee of the Club 
allowed that the protest was just and pro- 
ceeded to elect Sir Claude a member of the 
Club and thereafter re-nominated him to 
the stewardship, This does not look as if! 





the diplomats had a right to the Club 
membership. There have been, and there 
still are, foreign Ministers who have not 
been and are not now members of the Club. 
The shares of the Club, three-fourths of 
them at least, are held. by non-members of 
legations. This also does not look as if 
it were a Diplomatic Club. There is no 
balloting for membership, only the officers 
of the Club are so elected. ‘The would-be 
member's name has simply to be approved 
by the Committee and any member of 
legation or of the Customs service may 
become a member of the Club as a matter’ 
ofcourse. In this respect every one is on 
a footing of 
PERFECT EQUALITY. 

Ifthe gentlemen of the Imperial Maritime 
Customs” Serviea for a moment supposed 
that they were second-lass members, the 
Club would speedily be dissolved. “The 
quasi-official nature of this point of 
reunion was a thing so well understood 
that its president up to now had always 
been the Doyen of the Diplomatic Body.”

At 
the election of officers last Novemier M. 
Gérard himself received two votes. This does 
not look as if the post must necessarily be 
filled by the Doyen for the time being.

THF MIKADO'S BIRTHDAY. 

‘Yesterday (8rd November) « was ~ the 
anniversary of ‘the Emperor of Japan's 
birthday. “And as may’ be supposed it was 
celebrated in a becoming’ style by the legal 
subjects of His Imperial Majesty at present 
located at Weihaiwei. At 9 am. a 
Review-and march-past of the troops com- 
menced on a parade ground used of yore by 
Chinese soldiery. Infantry, cavalry and 
artillery made quite an imposing display. 
Toa “mere outsider they appeared a 
well-equipped, well-drilled, and. well-dis- 
ciplined body of men. The mandarin” and 
a few more influential Chinese appeared to 
watch the scene with interest. At the close 
of the proceediags—which did not last 
very long—the General galloped up and; 
through’ an interpreter, exchanged a few 
words of greeting with the mandarin. 

‘Two Japanese men-of-war were lying in 
the bay and they were decked out well’ with 

igs. At noon a royal salute‘of one hun- 
dred and one -guas was fired. At 1 p.m. 
horse-racing’ and Japanese sports began, 
A great many horses'in companies of five 
poh ded in theracing. And agreat many 
small prizes were given away. 

‘THE WRESTLING AND FENCING MATCHES 
seemed to attract the biggest crowds and to 
earn the greatest ecthusiasm among the 
soldiers. yr the former the men strij ped 
quite naked, and one could not but think 
how cold they must become while waiting 
to get at each other, with a high N.W. wind 
blowing at the time. Official notices had 
been put up to the effect that at certain 
places and certain times during the’ day 
cakes'and oranges would be given to, those 
whoassembled. Your correspondent happen- 
ed to pass one of these places during the 
distribution. Sacks of the cakes were 
tumbled outonia platform and a few Japanese 
threw them by handfuls here and there 
among the crowd. And so with the oranges. 
‘The Japanese appeared to enjoy the fan as 
much as the Chinese. Perfect good feeling 
prevailed all around, though the Chinese— 
and not without reason—complained that 
the cakes ere'not very good. But at least 
it showed good will ‘on the part of the 
om

A GRAND DINNER 

had been announced at head-quarters, To this 
all the Japanese officers, the mandarin and 
a fow of the more influential of the natives, 
and the: only two: European men. in the 
neighbourhood had been invited. The two 
latter being rather curious as to a Japanese 
banquet, at the appoiated time found them- 
selves ina gaily adorned room well filled 
with guests. The tables were spread with 
white cloths and covered with good thin; 
But in vain was a seat looked for. The 

ruests probably numbered about three hun- 

red and all stood while they ate and drank. 

A great many flags adorned the room 
conspicuous ainong which were The Union 
Jack ‘and The ‘Stars. and Stripes. The 
proceedings commenced by the General 
rapping for order and in a brief speech 
propostig the health of. the Emperor, 
which -was drunk with honours. The 
cheers would have done credit to 2 
company of Britishers. After this what I 
presume was a eulogistic poem written for 
the occasion was read aloud. Then the 
guests commenced at the many good things 
provided ‘for them: 

JAPANESE HOSPITALITY. 
‘The tivo’ Europeans were singled’ “out 
for much: attention from: the merry 








company, the’ chief officer leading the 
way by coming and shaking hands and 
expressing his pleasure at the presence 
of Westerners among them. Many others 
Were equally kind in their greetings 
Happily for them they do not indulge in 
Wine, otherwise they would hardly Slave 
Jeft the room that night without assistance. 
As it was they succeeded in getting away 
very, very early in the proceedings, much 
impi with the kindness and goodwill 
of their entertainers. The mandarin and 
other Chinese who were present appeared 
to be quite enjoying themselves. Toward 
the evening the wind, which had been 
rising all the day, was blowing quite agale. 
‘This greatly marred the effect of the 
illaminations and fireworks, which had 
veen projected on a rather lavish scale. 


A CHARACTERISTIC INCIDENT. 


‘The six-monthly markets are still held in 
the city of Weihai, as before the war. This 
morning while attending it we witnessed 
an occurrence which struck us as typical 
of these two Eastern nations. It was a 
dispute which “ended in a fight between a 
Chinese and Japanese. I do not know 
what was the origin of the dispnte, but as 
we were passing, the Japauese who was 
considerably smaller than his opponent 
struck out right and left for the China- 
man. For a few moments blows literally 
rained on the poor Chinaman’s body, face, 
and head. The little Jap also tried to 
use his feet, but in the attempt he fell 
down. The other, who had been calling on 
the bye-standers to save him from the 
infuriated Jap, took to his heels and was 
soon lost in the crowd. All this happened 
before one could get near enough to try and 
separate them. “No wonder,” said an 
observer, “that China was beaten in the 
Inte war!” Rudyard Kipling sings of 
“Our five-meal ~ meat+ men;” the 
Japanese are meat-fed men ‘though 
they do not have five meals a day, and 
it will take something more than’ rice- 
and-root-ted Chinamen to stand before 
them. But it should be said that the above 
scene is not a common one here. During 
the occupation of Weihai by Japanese troops 
the writer of this has frequently visited and 
stayed inthe plsee and he has never before 
seen a squabble between the two nation- 
alities. The feldiers mingle in the streets 
and the market with the Chinese and very 
little friction occurs—thanks to the good 
discipline of the soldiers and the easy-going 
nature of John Chinaman.

Under 
30, played last Saturday, resulted, much 
to some people's astonishment, in a decided 
victory for the oldsters. The young ’uns— 
with the exception of Ward. a new comer, 
who warrowly missed his century and 
sco-ed-90 in good style before he’ was 
caught out—for the most part fell an easy 
prey t» the bowlers, few getting. into 
double figures, They’ made, with Ward’s 
assistan-e, 157 against 201 compiled by the 
veterans.

Sir William Ro- 
binson’s absence will be very brief. His 
Excellency cannot be accused of taking 
frequent holidays. He has only hail one 
brief change since hy arrived here nearly 
five years ngo.

‘The co»cession mate to the colonists by 
the Imperial G-vernment in response to 
the petition for larger u-oftcial element 
in the Governing bolly has'at leng h teken 
effect, and the last edition of t1e Govern- 
ment Gazette contained the appsintment of 
Mr. Wei Yuk as an unofficial member of 
the Legislative Council, and an announce: 
ment thatthe Queen's warrant appointing 
the Hon. C. P. Chster and Hon. J. J. Bell 
Irving to be unofficial members of the 
Executive Council had ben received This 
concession will do li tle harm, I think, for 
Mr. Wei Yuk is a sensible and progressive 
Chinaman, and is not likely to go far wrong, 
and Messrs. Chater and Bell Irving are not 
likely to try and bring about a block in 
the Government coach éven if they coull. 
Bat the net result is that the colonists are 
where they were except that the Chinese 
have two representatives on the Couucil 
instead of one. As  counterpnise to this, 
however, I should not be surprised if, as a 
result of the recent inquiry, the teeth of 
the Tun Wa Committee were to be drawn, 
80 far as their powers of interference in 
public matters are concerned. 


BAZAAR AT/THE CITY HALL.

The report for the year ending Slst 
December last issued by the directors of 
the above Company for presentation at the 
annnal meeting on the 7th of November is 
somewhat late, but very frank.

FIRE IN TAIPINGSHAN. 


‘A fire that might have proved very 
serious broke out about 2 p.m. on the 
28th inst. in 137, Wing Lok Street. It 
originated on the first floor, and soon 
spread to the rest of the house, which 
was, owing to the inflammable nature of 
the contents (it being a pen-nat oil shop), 
completely gutted by the flames. The 
efforts of the Fire Brigade were, however, 
successful in confining the fire to No. 137, 
which is surrounded by hongs full of 
valuable merchandise. The house was in- 
sured with the Chun On Insurance: Co, 
for $7,000, and the contents were covered 
with the same company. 

‘THe CAUSEWAY BAY MURDER. 

In the above case the jury, on Saturday 
afternoon, after hearing the counsel and 
the summing up of the Chief Justice, re- 
turned a unanimous verdict of. murder 
against the prisoner Chau Tai-yun, and of 
not guilty azeinst Wang Chun-shun. ‘The 
Chief Justice sentenced the former to 
death, and the Istter prisoner was tried 
again’ on Monday on a charge of man- 
slaughtor before a fresh jury, by whom he 
was acquitted. It seems from what I have 
heard—the evidence has not been publish- 
ed—that the prisoner Chan stabbed the 
deceased man with a knife and admitted 
having done s0 ; the other man, though in 
his company, was unarmed, and there was 
nothing to show that he entertained any 
idea of shedding blood. 


PIRACY AND MURDER IN HONGKONG 
WATERS, 

‘Tho discovery on the 23rd inst. of the 
gashed and naked body of a Chinaman on 
the shore of Stonecutters’ Island, near the 
West Fort, led to a Police enquiry, the 
result of which has been the revelation 
of a most daring piracy and murder near 
to Green Island, It seems that about 
noon on the 22nd inst, a fishing-boat with 
a crew of three men left Lamma Island for 
Hongkong with a cargo of fish. When 
about haifa mile from the shore off Mount 
Davis, two fishing-boats, one- containing 
four and the other five’ men, came up to 
the Lamia boat and sandwiched it between 
them. ‘The pirates, who were armed with 
swords and knives, boarded the captive 
craft and attacked and quickly killed the 
owner, Ching Sang, who who was then 
thrown, overboard, and whee body ws 
found on Stonecutter’s Island. One of 
the other men wasable, after being brutally 
beaten, to escape by jumping overboard 
and swimming until pick-d up by a passing 
boat, which landed him at Samshuipo. 
The remaining member of the crew was 
left uninjured in the boat, after the pirates 
had token the cargo of 130 catties of 
fish, two oars, and wn awning, and set it 
adrift. He eventually reached Cheung- 
chan, and from thence got a passage in 
a fishing-boat to Lamma. A man named 
Chan Cheong was arrested at Shaukivan 
on the 25th inst. and brought before the 
Police magistrate, who adjourned the case 
to ascertain whether the crime was per- 
petrated in British waters. On the 26th 
inst. a party of Police with Mr. Mengens, 
of the Harbour Office, proceeded to the 
locality, and found that it was within 























British waters. Investigationsinto the case 
ate still proceeding. 
: A CAT sToRY. 

Poor Pussy has numerous enemies, and 
there is more reason for the cat’s seemingly 
timorous distrust of every one otitside its 
‘own home than many imagine. Callous- 
minded and unthinking persons are fond 
of setting their terriers to chivvy every 
cat that ventures to bask in the sun or 
innocently enjoy its inquisitive stroll. 
Occasionally the dog comes off second best 
in the encounter, and the marauder slinks 
off howling with his tail between his legs, 
but if he is trained to rat-killing and can 
take punishment he often breaks the cat's 
back and leaves the poor animal in the dust 
to gasp out its life. Dogs are not the cat’s 
only foe in Hongkong. Coolies steal the 
animal and sell it, and sometimes they eat 
it, with the idea that its flesh impyts 
courage and strength. On the 28th inst. a 
valuable tom-cat belonging to Mr. Jackson, 
which had been chased by some dogs at 
the Peak, took refuge in a tree. Three 
coolies who witnessed the attack got the 
cat down and then barbarously killed it 
with a bamboo, afterwards making a meal 
off the carcase. The cat was missed, the 
Police were put on the track, and after 
some enquiries, discovered the foregoing 
facts, and arrested two of the cat-eaters. 
‘The one who slew the animal got clear off, 
but the other two were, on the 29th inst 
sentenced to six weeks’ hard labour by the 
Police Magistrate who heard the care. Tt 
isto be hoped the other brute will yet be 
captured. A good bambooing would best 
agree with him, 

NAVAL NEWS, 

There has not been much change in the 
man-of-war anchorage during the past 
week. The Portuguese transport Africa 
arrived here on the 24th inst. from Macao. 
The British cruiser Duphne left here on 
the 25th for Manila. The Narcissus is 
having her funnels lengthened and looks 
odd at present with oue considerably 
higher than the other. The Por, 
to leave Singapore on the 22nd inst. for 
Colombo to escort the torpedo destroyers 
Handy and Hart to Hongkong. There 
are few war-vessels in port, at the moment, 
but a good many are expected to arrive 
soon. Some of the vessels of the British 
Squadron will be coming down from the 
north, the French flagship Bayard will 
shortly pay us a visit, and the Russian 
ironclad Imperator Nicolas I. is coming 
here to be docked in a few days.

‘THE Czan’s VISIT. 

‘To-morrow the Czar leaves Balmoral for 
Portsinouth and France. It is of course 
impossible to say whether during his stay 
in this country any influences have been 
brought to bear upon him with the object of 
securing an understanding between Russi 
and England on the Eastern Question. That 
the Emperor of Russia has not committed 
himself to anything may be regarded as 
certain. On this point it is significant that 
M. de Staal, the Russian Ambassador, 
timed his departure from the Palace so 
that he should be gone before Lord Salis- 
bury’s arrival, so that the anticipations of 
a conference between the sovereigus of the 
two empires, each attended by a respon- 
sible minister, were certainly not realised. 
But it is by no means unlikely that means 
were taken to enable the Czar to realise the 
strength and direction of public opinion in 
this country on the Eastern Question ; and 
itis satisfactory to note that more than one 
of the Russian newspapers have broken 








through the strong anti-British feeling 
which ‘characterises tbe Press of the Czar’s 





dominions, and have advocated an agree- 


ment between the Governments of the 


two countries. 
THE TURKISH QUESTION. 

Meanwhile the agitation for the deposi- 
tion of the Sultan is continued, and will 
doubtless gain strength from the news re- 
ceived to-day of the massacre of two 
thousand more Armenians at Eguin, especial- 
ly as it has now become abundantly clear 
that Lord Sslisbury’s Government welcome 
the agitation as strengthening their hands. 
Of course the Turcophile section of the 
Conservative Party still deprecate the 
agitation on_the ground that it will 
hamper Lord Salisbury in its action ; but the 
argument receivesno support from the mem- 
bers of the Government, and the Turcophile 
patty has dwindled down to a very small 

iy, with Sir Ellis Ashmend-Bartlett, Sir 
Howard Vincent, and Mr. “Tommy” 
Bowles as its most prominent members. 
As for the Liberals, there is among the 
more enthusiastic and less cautious mem- 
bers a strong feeling of resentment against 
Lord Rosebery for his continued insistance 
upon the danger of provoking a European 
war. The influence of Mr. Gladstone is 
still undoubtedly far stronger with the 
Liberal Party than that of Lord Rosebery. 
On Monday Sir William Harcourt, who has 
maintained aSphinx-like silence since Parlia- 
ment rose, is to address his constituents, 
and his speech is looked forward to with 
much interest. If, as is expected, his 
views approximate to those of Mr. Gladstone 
rather than those of Lord Rosebery, some 
no doubt will attribute the fact to his 
jealousy of the noble lord who was put over 
his head when Mr. Gladstone retired. But 
no such motive can be ascribed to Mr. 
Asquith, who declared in a speech last 
night that the time has arrived when it 
has become the duty of Europe, acting 
if possible by the collective authority 
of the great Powers, acting if that 
be not possible by fewer, and even by 
one of them, to put an end by force to the 
mis-government and the massacre by tho 
Sultan of his Christian subjects. ‘Tho 
solution which Mr. Asquith proposes is 
that which everybody hopes for—an under- 
standing with Russia, If that were 
obtained very little practical consideration 
would be paid to the views of any other 
Powers. What everybody is anxiously 
awaiting now is a statement of Lord Salis- 
bury’s Government, “ With every desire in 
the world not to embarrass the Ministry,” 
says the Westminster Gazelte, “to-night, the 
time would certainly seem to have come for 
some declaration on the point,” 

orNERAL. 

Interest in the Soudan campaign is’ 
suspended by the announcement that for 
the present there is to be no advance 
beyond Dongola; while in Rhodesia, 
although constant little fresh outbreaks 
show that the rebellion is not yet absolutely 
crushed, the re-establishment of order is 
now only a matter of time, So far as 
great public questions, are concerned 
therefore the Eastern Question absorbs 
attention, and even at’ party political 
gatherings proctcally nothing else is talked 

And as the Liberals. declare. that 
they are resolved not to make this a 
party question or to attack the Govern- 
ment in regard to it, we have quite an 
exceptional truce td party politics. ‘The 
release of the dynamiters still occasions some 
grumbling, but this comes from supporters 
of the Government, and not from their 
opponents. Educationists exercise their 
minds to some extent on the Education 
Bill which the Government have promised 
to bring in, but the general public are 
quite content to wait and see what the Bill 
is like. In all probability it will be a 
much less contentious measure than that of 
last year.

refusal to recognise the validity of Anglican 
Orders, their “most import deliberations 
have heen on the subject of the conver- 
sion of English Nonconformists to Roman 
Catholicism.

Sm,—We have the honour to lay. before 

Zou, the following report to accompany the 
‘lans and Schedules which carry the amended 

assessment of land in the Anglo-American 

Settlements, 

System of Assessment, — After careful 
examination of the admirable assessments 
made by previous Committees, the present 

‘Committee came to the conclusion that the 

rupid development of the outlying portions of 

the Settlements, especially Hongkew, to- 
ether with the great increase ia values pro- 
luced by the establishment of Mills, Filatures, 
and other industrial enterprises (which ai 
bringing together on enormous, number of 
people) rendered it impossible for them to 
work upon former bases. They therefore re- 
valued the whole of the Avglo-American 

Settlements, lot by lot, giving full weight in 

every cuse to the purposes for which the 

land could be used, to its eituation with 
regard to waterways and business capabilities, 
and to the advantages enjoyed by the owne: 

of land facing public ‘roads. They also 
decided that the valuation ought not to be 
based upon the returns which owners derive 




















from property badly utilised or inadequately 
devenped, but that the public has a right to 
the advantage of full taxation of the land 









considering its ties. 

‘The Committee, having assessed the land 
on the above system, proceeded to capital 
the actual rentals of @ large number of lots, 
the values arrived at (after deduction of value 
of buildings) serving as a useful check on 
their preliminary valuation,

This Society, which has started on a 
new lease of life under new management, 
has issued a decidedly attractive syllabus 
for the season, in which 13 porformances 
altogether are to be given, some public, 
some (the debates) private, and as to six 
of them open to smoke. Science, Art— 
if photography is Art,—and Literature are 
all to have their turns, literature including 
the Drama. ‘The opening performance took 
place on Wednesday night, and thé Lyce- 
um was well filled by members and guests, 
a large proportion of those present being 
ladies. Mr. Thomas Brown, the President, 
opened the proceedings with an address 
of welcome, in which he sketched the 
work of the coming season, and paid a 
eliminary tribute of gratitude to the 
Fidies and ‘gentlemen who-were to follow 
him in the performance.

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SHANGHAI'S NEW 'TAO'TAI. 
eee 

As already noted in these columns, Liu 
Chii-hsiang, the Commissioner of the 
Kiangnan Arsenal, has been appointed by 
Imperial edict of ‘the 6th instant substan- 
tiveTaotai of this port, or theSoo-Sung.Ta'i 
Intendancy of Kiangsu, It will be remem- 
bered that Liu Taotai was made_ acting 
Taotai here by the Viceroy Liu K‘un-yi 
upon the temporary promotion of Huang, 
the present retiring Tuotai, to the Provincial 
Judgeship at Soochow ia the autumn of 
1895. After about six months’ occupation 
of the yamén in the native city Liu Taotai 
went to Peking for the usual Imperial 
audience following a tenure of office. While 
in the capital Liu Taotai was fortunate in 
ingratiating himself with H.I.H. Prince 
Kung, then in the zenith of his restored 
power, and HE. Jung Lu (then Com- 
mandant of the territorial garrison‘of Pe- 
king, now President of the Board of Warand 
the latest favourite of H.I.M. Kuang Hsii), 
who were then, as now, the most powerful 
members of the newly instituted Ministry 
of War. He succeeded in getting, through 
them, an Imperial edict appointing him 
Chief Commissioner of the Kiangnan 
Arsenal and responsible solely to the 
said Ministry for his actions, ignoring 
in toto the hitherto recognised head the 
Viceroy at Nanking. The Viceroy at that 
time happened, unfortunately for Liu 
Taotai’s schemes, to be H.E. Chang Chih- 
tung, and he, naturally, took umbrage at 
the treatment he had received and immedi- 
ately memorialised the Throne that “the 
Blacing of the Kiangnan Arsenal under the 
sole control of the try of War and its 
agent was a very excellent plan indeed, 
but where were the funds to run the 
Arsenal to come from? Certainly not from 
the provincial coffers at Nanking, as be- 














fore, the Viceroy being now excluded from. 
all control ?” On the whole, the memorialist 
fully concurred in the new réyime, inasmuch 
as it would be the means of freeing nearly 
million taels of the provincial revenues fo" 
other important locel innovations contem- 
plated by the mem: ‘ist, which otherwise 
would have to be held in reserve for the 
expenses of the Arsenal in question. This 
was a surprise and the Peking exchequer 
being impoverished there was nothing 
else fo do but to alter the proposal: 
But Liu Taotai had made for himself 
powerful enemy and the. result was tho 
appointment by Viceroy Chang «f a sp-cinl 
commission to investigate the accounts and 
management of the Arsenal; the institution 
being’ placed under its sole control, in the 
inte.val, which meant nothing less than 
the suspension of Liu ‘Taotai, in defance 
of the Imperial edict. Before the com- 
mission had concluded its labours the 
Viceroy Chang returned to Wuchang, being, 
succeeded by. the present Liu K'un-yi, 
the patron and fellow-provincial of Liu: 
Taotai. Naturally with the last named 
Viceroy’s resumption of oftice at Nanking 
Liu Taotai was reinstated at the Kiangnan 
Arsenal, where he has remained since. 
It was an open secret that Liu ‘Taotai 
aimed at the substantive Taotaiship of this 
port, although he has kept very quiet 
over the matter ; but he was always re- 
garded by the ’ official world here as 
the heir. “The favourable impression made 
by him upon Prince Kung and Jung Lu 
while at_Peking further strengthened this 
view. Upon the death of Huang Taotai’s 
mother many of Liu Taotai’s «friends 
urged him to apply to the Viceroy 
Liu for another acting appointment, bub 
with higher aims in view, he announced 
himself out of the race.” Tin Taotai is, 
we believe, anephew, on the mother’s side, 
of the late Marquis Tséng and a cousin 
of the present young Marquis. He i 

in spite of his Hunan origin, a most 
liberal-minded man and most favourably in- 
clined to foreign improvements and foreign 
friendships. ‘To the uninitiated the pre- 
sence of Liu Taotai here would, perhaps, 
mean that the most natural step for him 
todo would be to go over to the Taotai’s 
temporary yumén at the Ching-yi college 
and take’ over the seals which’ Lit Taotai 
had only taken possession of on Saturday 
morning last. But there is yet a lot of 
formality to be observed and, what is 
more, Liu Taotai will have to go up to 
Peking for audienco before taking over 
charze, this being a device of the Board 
and Metropolitan officials to make pro- 
vineial appointees pay certain monies 
over to them and “make it all right” with 
those who obtained their nominations 
from the Emperor. Unless specially excused 
by Imperiai edict: no newly appointed sub- 
stantive official, beginning from a district 
magistrate upwards, can take office without 
first visiting Peking, ostensibly for an 
Imperial audience, but really for the above 
purpose. Liu Taotai will therefore be un- 
able to take over his new post before the 














middle of January or beginning of Feb- 
ruary.

‘There is at present, not a hundred miles 
from Nanking Road, a recret society com- 
posed of Chinese liccrati, of advanced 
opinions, and merchants, together with a 
sprinkling of civil and military mandarins, 
all men between the ayes of thirty and 
forty-five, who advocate drastic measures 
to compel proper attention being given 
to the administration of the country. 
The society met recently not far from 
Shanghai in two large native house-boats, 
and, after holding solemn couucil upon 
the needs of the country, the opposition 
that would have to be encountered, and the 
disastrous apathy of those in power, it was 
resolved to send certain members to the 
various provincial capitals, as well as to 
Peking, to propagate the views of the 
society’ and, if possible, obtain its ends 
without revolutionary methods,

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF DR. 
NANSEN’S. POLAR EXPEDITION. 
a 


Although the accounts we have of Dr. 
Nansen’s polar expedition are still few and 
can only be regarded as the first glimpse of 
the light which the observations taken by 
the expedition will throw on the northern 
part of the world, knowledge of such a 
sweeping range is already visible in its 
broad features, that I am sure the 
public would like to know a little about | 
the scientific results obtained by Dr. 
Nansen and his gallant companions. 
Dr. Nansen proved his theory as to a 
yestanty os rent to the north of Franz 
Josef's Land to be right. This theory, as 
is well known, was founded on the dis- 
covery of the remains of the wreck of the 
Jeannette and was furthermore made pro- 
bable by the studies of all kinds of drift- 
products made by Dr. Nansen on the coast | 
of Greenland. The Fram's drifting during 
three years has shown the ice to be con- 
stantly moving, and the conception of solid 
ice in the Polar Sea will become evanescent. 

‘According to all previous experiences the 
inner Polar Sea was supposed to contain 
shallow water of ice-cold temperature in the 
depths and covered with floating ice. Dr. 
Nansen discovered the existence of a deep 
sea with depths of more than 2,000 fathoms 
near to the North Pole. The sea bot-'| 
tom was found to decline from the New 
Siberian Islands towards north and west. 
The most remarkable fact of all was the 
distribution of the temperature in the 
circumpolar ocean. The temperature of 
the surface water down to'100 fathoms was 
29°3 F. Below this layers of cold water, and 
at the bottom Dr. Nansen found warm 
water of 32°9 F. To the aged Spitz- 
bergen the temperature again changed to 
bale the freesing point in depths of 500 
fathoms and downward. These unexpected 
finds of a deep sea with degrees of heat 
hold out a prospect of understanding 
much of the economy of our globe in 
an altogether fuller manner than hitherto. 
The numerous and accurate observations 
taken on board the Fram of the direction 
and force of the winds, of the drifting of 
the ice, of the temperature and saliferous- 
ness of tho sea water in diverse depths, 
will yield inestimable materials for the 
studying of the mechanics of the sea 
currents. 

When we bear in mind that the 
weather in the north of Europe, and more 
especially that of Scandinavia, is materially 
determined by the currents and heat 
conditions of the Polar Sea, we can 
understand the valuable bearings of Dr. 
Nansen's expedition on weather signals. 
To the discoveries already mentioned 
must also be added the series of metereo- 
logical observations made on board the 
Fram and by Dr. Nansen and Johansen on 
their long walk across the ice fields. ‘The | 
Fram can_ practically be regarded as a 
metereological station only 4 to 5 degrees 
from the Pole. We descry already the in- 
fluence of the warm deep sea in the fact 
that the temperature on board the Fram 
never was below 29.6 F. below zero, while 
to the north of Norway we can show 31.4 
F. and the Russians at the Lena River have 
registered as low as 62.0 F. below zero.-| 
From March, 1895, to the summer of 
1896 meteorologists are able to draw daily | 
weather charts from the observations by | 
the Fram, by Nansen and Johansen, by ; 
Jackson on Franz Josef's Land and by 
Ekrall on East Spitzbergen, a unique polar 
extension of the studies of the atmosphere. 

Our knowledge of the magnetism of the 
earth is still imperfect: Series of magnetic 
observations with excellent instruments in 
the able hands of Lieutenant Scott-Hansen, 
B.N., are therefore sure to render results of 
the ‘greatest possible interest to science. | 
In our‘own time with iron and steel ships | 
these ‘observations will also be of great. 
value to mariners as far as the compass 
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concerned, In connection with the earth’s 
magnetism I will also mention the numerous 
observations of aurora borealis instituted 
on board the Fram by Dr. Blessing. 

In geographical results we hear-of the 
discovery of an island in the Kara Sea, 
and of several islands’‘along the coast of 
Siberia. Payér’s chart of the northern 
parts of Franz Josef’s Land was found to 
be quite fallacious. On Franz Josef’s Land 
he met with Jackson occupied in giving 
geography a new map of this group of 
islands. By geological studies Dr. Nansen 
came to the conclusion that Siberia has 
had her glacial era, contrary to ‘previous 
hypothesis. 

As to studies of the fauna and flora the 
expedition cannot, in consequence of 
physical conditions encountered on its 
desert way, produce marked results, But 
it is probable that an eminent biologist 
like Dr. Nansen will be able to throw an 
interesting light on many of the conditions 
of organic life in the Polar Sea and 
the ice of the polar regions. Ib is very 
admirable that all the members of the 
expedition never had a moment's sick- 
ness during the whole time, ‘and it is 
also a. triumph forthe. scientific’ way in 
which Dr. Nansen equipped the expedition, 
It will take a long time before the ob- 
servations from Dr. Nansen’s expedition 
will be placed before the public ina scien- 
tific revision. Butithe book, when publish- 
ed, will form a radiant light in the world 
of science, and we Norwegians ar glad the 
light emanated from our own country and 
its brave son, Fridtjof Nansen.

THE JAPANESE IN FORMOSA, 
(Frost OUR SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT.)

THE PLAGUE, 

‘That the Japanese cannot hope to live in 
close Spee! with Chinese filth and escape 
unscathed is evidenced by the alarming out- 
break of bubonic plague ‘in North Formosa. 
On the 28th of last month in Taipehfu city 
three Japanese post carriers were found 
marine with what resembled ‘the plague, 
‘This led to a careful search by the police 
throughout the surrounding district, which 
brought forth ten new cases. But’ two of 
that number were Chinese, ‘The next day 
fifteen new cases were discovered. The 
third and fourth days brought the number 
‘up to thirty-six cases, and at present the total. 
is more than seventy. About one-third 
of the number afflicted die. The city go- 
vernment at once took the matter in hand 
and placed ten thousand dollars at the 
disposal of the Sanitary-Section, and also 
requested that the general government 
should further assist by providing at least 
thirty thousand dollars more, that thorough 
steps might be taken to stamp out the pest 
and_ prevent its spreading. Provisional 
headquarters for the inspection of plague 
cases was established in the sanitary house 
of the police department of Taipeh pre- 
fecture with branches in Taipehfu, Twa- 
tutia, and Banka, By order of the Prefect, 
B. Hashiguchi, inspecting stations were 
established at Keling, Shinchiken (Teck- 
cham) and Tamsui, that the examination of 
travellers by railway carriages or ships 
might. be carried out. An examination 
of “several afflicted disclosed the plague 
bacillus. Doctor H. Sagita made the 
first microscopic examination and was 
convinced that the disease was the true 
bubonic’ plague. The majority ‘of cases 
have been confined’ to the inside cit 
and the Chinese city along the river calle 
Banka. Only two cases have been found in 
‘Twatutia where the foreigners live. The 
Tapenena hare an army of labourers at work 
and lime and_carbolic acid are the order 
of the day. It is reported this evening 
that ‘the new cases. are growing fewer, 
and ‘that’ it is* thought that befote the 
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end of the week the pest will be under 
control. 

General Baron Nogi, the new Governor- 
General of Formosa, is expected here about 
the eighth of this month. 

Dr. Mertz, German Consul, is again 
established in the Consular office after a 
trip of several months home,

THE GOORKHA TRIBUTE MISSION 
OF 1896.

Some two months ago, we noted the 
arrival at Peking of the Nepaulese Tribute 
Mission, which is sent by the King of the 
Goorkhas about once in ten years. The 
ission consisted of thirty-two members 
including the two Envoys, ‘one of whom 
has’ since died, and there was also a 
“following” of twenty odd Goorkhas who 
were appatently traders who had brought 
their wares and merchandise to Peking for 
sale. After presenting to the Emperor 
their tribute of elephants’ tusks, gold 
dust, woollens and gold brocaded ‘cloths 
(apparently bought from Benares), and 
a letter from the King of the Goorkhas 
(this is the only title known to the Chinese 
official vocabulary) xckhowledging ers | 
Hsii as his suzerain, the Envoys an 
their suite were almost daily feasted and 
taken about sight-seeing by special officers 
deputed by the Mongolich Sa erintendency, 
and they will now be able to retura 
home, and recount the magnificence of the 
“glorious ” city of Feking: ‘to their wonder- 
ing. countrymen and tell them that ‘it 
took the mission six months-to travel from 
the south-western confines of the empire 
of China to the northern capital and yet 
required several months more in order to 
get to the uttermost north-eastern confines 
of that vast empire.” On the 29th of 
‘August last the Goorkha Envoy-in-chief 
was notified by the officials of the Imperial 
Household Department to assemble his 
“following” for a trip to the Southern 
Lake Palace outside ‘the west gate of 
Peking } for there they were to: be given 
certain presents graciously ordered by his 
Imperial Majesty the Emperor, preparatory 
* to the permission 'to return: to their own 
country.” On the morning appointed, the 
Goorkhas, the Envoy in a four-bearer green 
sedan chair, and the rest ret on foes = 
in mule carts, numbering in all neatly sixty 
ersons, started from the Tribute Envoys? 
all, attached to the Mongolian Superin- 
tendency, where they shad. been lodged at 
‘government: expense: ever since: their 
arrival at the capital, and «vended: their 
‘way to the Lake Pasco above tion: 
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tioned. The official members were admitted 
Within the walls of the sacred’ precincts, 
but the traders could only gize into the 
extensive grounds from afar—at the en- 
trancegates. Having assembled within the 
portals of the great hall of the Palace, the 
Goorkhas prostrated themselves before the 
eunuch commissioned by the Emperor to 
read his edict which was then interpreted 
by a member of the Superintendency to 
the hearers. ‘The Emperor had graciously 
given them Tls. 1,000 in silver sycee, four 
complete suits of fur,” cotton-wadded, 
and gauze robes to each member of the 
mission, besides pieces of silk pongees and 
gauze, and Peking curios, the quantity 
and quality of the gifts being according 
to the rank of the recipients. Special carta 
were then ordered from the Palace to carry 
the presents of his Majesty the Emperor, 
whom only the Envoy had the honour of 
seeing but once and that was when he pre- 
sented his Royal master's letterof allegiance 
upon arriving at Peking. Shortly after 
sending’ off the presents to their place of 
abode the Goorkhas were taken to a hall 
about a quarter of a mile distant from where 
the Emperor Kuang Hsii was supposed to 
be seated—we say “supposed” for he was 
really invisible to the eyes of the Goorkhias 
and their interpreters—and there the visi- 
tors weretold to go through theregular three 
prostrations and nine kowtorcs as a token 
of reverential thankfulness for the gracious 
bounty of the Emperor of China, ‘The act 
of obeisance done, the Envoy was made to 
understand that he had permission to return 
to Nepaul as soon as the necessary convey- 
ances for his large party could be prepared 
by the Mongolian Superintendency. 

A native correspondent at Peking sends 
us some curious notes on a Gorkha funeral 
which took place recently in that city. It 
appears that the second Envoy contracted 
a severe illness on the road, from which he 
never recovered, although, as a last resort, 
the Chinese olficials of’ the Mongolian 
Superintendency invited a foreign doctor 
to attend on the sick man. It happened 
‘also that the envoy’s two sons were with 
him, and when it was found that his case 
was hopeless they had their father con- 
veyed in a ‘cart from the Tribute Envoys’ 
Hall, belonging to the Superintendency, 
to a house selected for its proximity to 
the river bank, outside the Tungpien gate, 
there to die. Before he died the envoy 
was bathed with river water and “purified” 
according to Goorkha rites. Immediately 
upon his death the body was swathed with 
Jong bands of cotton cloth and then placed 
upon a funeral pyre of wood and charcoal, 
near the river bank, and there set fire to 
and cremated. After the body had beon 
reduced to ashes these were at once con- 
signed to the river which went rushing on 
its turgid way to the -Grand-Canal—for it 
was just about the time of the overflow of 
the banks of the Yungting river and the 
vicinity of the capital was one large expanse 
of water. The mourners then threw into 
the river, after the ashes, several small 
nuggets of gold, a few pearls, and several 
precious stones—styled - “diamonds”. in 
our correspondent’s letter. The two sons 
and their retainers, numbering a dozen or 
so men, then took’ up their residence in 
the house, remaining there thirteen days, 
(which seemed to observers to be the ex- 
tent of their mourning) returning on the 
fourteenth day to the Superintendency.

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THE REBELLION IN THE 
PHILIPPINES, 

A perusal of the Manila ers received 
by the last steamer ‘conveys the, ides that 
no headway is being made against the rebels, 
but that, on the contrary, the latter aro 
becoming bolder and gathering strength. 
Accounts of conflicts between the rebel and 
loyal forces appear almost daily, and of 
course the latter are generally successful in 
dispersing the former and Killing a. good 
many of them, but the vanquished reappear 
again in increased numbers. A significant 
feature is that the country -in the more 
immediate neighbourhood ‘of the capital 
appears to be becoming more disturbed and 
it is unsafe to venture far away from the 
sity, On the 22nd October two amateur 
photographers who had imprudently gono 
ut were killed nea Mari ian atom hoe 
drive from Manila. Their ‘names wero 
‘Moritz and Chofré. 

Jn the provines of Batan 
rebels who had intended joining their 
fellow rebels in the province of Cavite, 
finding all the roads closely guarded, 
determined to make a rising in their own 
Province: A body of about one thousand, 
while trying to cross the river Pansipit, aro 
said to have been dispersed by w body of 
troops who were engaged in ‘constructing 
fort there. On this news being received at 
Manila more troops were sent np. 

A telegram received from Taal on the 
evening of the 28h stated that Genoral 
Jaramillo, with 260 men, had defeated a 
rebel force of 1,600, ‘near the Pansipit, 
killing 61, wounding many, and completely 
dispersing them. The loyal force had only 
tivo or three wounded. 

Near Bilog, also in Batangas, Colonel 
Pazos with a small force defeated ‘and dis- 
persed a rebel band of about a thousand, 
8 of the Intter being killed, while on tho 
Spanish side the loss was small. 

Nasagbu, Pedro Roxas’ estate, which, 
as already reported, was occupied by the 
rebels, who were afterwards dislodged, has 
now been abandoned by the Government 
forces, everything that could be of uso 
to the rebels being destroyed.—Hongkony 
Daily Press.

The rebels are still increasing in the 
provinces and the state of affairs is getting 
worse. Manila is quite safe and foroignors 
living here entertain no anxiety, as the 
city is well guarded by a cordon of Spanish 
soldiers. Passing along the streets in the 
day-time. no one would think taere was 
any revolution in progress, for there is no 
sign of disturbance and the streot traffic 
is as lively as ever. A 

The Volunteer Corps is proving of good 
service, though their conduct. in somo re« 
spects is open to censure. During the 
night-time they crowd the streets and aro 
very useful in guarding the public build- 
ings, churches, banks, bridges, railway 
station, and other important places. Some- 
times:they succeed in detecting a member 
of the “Katipunan” and then an exciting 
scene of arresting is witnessed.

Some firing was heard going on at San 
Tuan del Monte at one o'clock this morning, 
and at three o'clock six hundred soldiers

BOLSCHOI-KOPAN?, SOUTH RUSSIA. 

We stayed longer in Odessa than we 
need. An overwhelming desire to gain 
‘possession of two pounds of insect powder— 
to say nothing of an assortment of cycle re- 

airing materials and a camera despatched 
from London a month eatlier, kept us 
Kicking our heels about the seaport, wear- 
ing out our patience and our shoes in con- 
tinuous visits to the consulate and the 
customs. However, we arrived at a due 
appreciation of the sublime majesty of 

wussian official. The withering con- 
tempt of a post-oftice girl in England as 
she tears off your plebeian shilling's worth 
of stamps isas a smile in spring com- 

red with the terrorising icy glare of a 
Raassian in authority. You approach him 
meekly, cap in hand, not quite sure you 
should ‘not also remove your shoes. “He 
will be ripping open packages with a knife, 
making inconsequential signs on a sheet of 
paper, or reckoning with the aid of beads 
‘on a wire, such as the average child becomes 
an adept at by the age of four. In ten 
minutes he gives you an official frown. 
You marmur a pardon, but would he be so 
kind as to——. Then he starts slowly turn- 
ing over some documents. You wait an- 
cther ten minutes. He is at last kind 
enough to glance your way with a petri- 
fying, astonished stare, like that of the 
philosopher when he ‘found the fly in 
the amber. In dulcet tones you ex- 
plain you expect a parcel. Your passport 
is grufly demanded, and with hasty but 
trembling fingers you produce it, Several 
minutes elapse, while the official carefully 
and rather ‘cleverly reads it upside down. 
But the passport isn’t sufficient. How is 
he to know it, is yours, and that it bears 
your signature? You are willing to write 
Your name to prove a similarity in writing ! 
‘The proposition is scowled down, for how 
can he tell you are not a professional 
forger? You must go to a notary ; before 
@ notary somebody must swear that you 
are who you aro; and if there is nobody 
about to do the swearing for you, the 
assistance of Her Britannic Majesty's 
‘Acting Consul-General must be dragged in. 

So off you hasten, and spend a weary 
day complying with’ needless formalities. 
Flushed with triumph and exertion you 
return. ‘The gold-braided magnate asks for 
the papers to prove anything had ever been 
rent from London. You plead you have 
none. What, then, are the marks on the 
package? You say the mark will be a 
diamond containing the letters F. L. L. 
(Fraser, Lunn, and Lowe). “ By the Great 
White Czar, do you expect that with only 
this clue I can go scarching through seven- 
teen warehouses positively bursting with 
packages ?” You grovel, and with blanched 
cheek whisper that was hardly your idea. 
He strolls into an adjoining room, and 
returns in one minute snorting that no 
such parced has come to Odessa. You 
hear the blow heroically, apologise for 
trespassing on the earth at the same time 
he is an occupant, and withdraw. We 
didn't get that insect powder, though we 
waited ten days. 

Tt was a cold, grey, shivery mornin; 
when we rode out of Odessa. Dawn h: 
tardily appeared, and over the Black Sea 
rested foreboding clouds. The sun was 
doing its best to force gleaming rays 
through them, but was not successful. In 
& word, it looked uncommonly like rain. 
‘We met a few hundred rickety carts, laden 
with red wheat, and drawn by the most 
awful screws ever dignified by the name of 
horses. There seemis to be no rule of the 
road in South Russia. Drivers wait for 
‘one.another to get out of the way, and 
then start sending one another to perdition 
when a couple of wheels are: knocked off. 


Cycling wmong such a crowd, while the 








air is thick with kicked-up dust, in- 
clines one to profanity. We each have 
bells which would wake the dead, and 
niake them spin in their graves. But they 
won't arouse a mujik. Nothing less than 
& tempestuous Russian curse, with inflam- 
matory adjectives fore and aft, has any 
effect. We got the rain we anticipated. 
We sought shelter in a grain warehouse, 
aud consoled one another with anecdotes 


at a time, of carts sinking shaft-deep in 
the mud, and of gruesome and most horri- 
ble deaths. However, the rain was only a 
shower, and we were soon spinning round 
the bay. The sun crept from behind the 
billows of cloud, and gleamed quite cheer- 
fully upon Odessa, making it radiant, like 
a miniature Constantinople. 
Our way was east with a slight bend to 
the north, skirting the edge of the sea for 
many a mile. The road, as usual, was 
a track, as broad as a ten-acre field, across 
alonely plain. Thousands and thousands 
of gaunt telegraph posts stretched far 
behind and reached towards eternity in 
front of us. ‘Telegraph posts are all very 
well, but when you flav nothing dancing 
past your eyes for a dozen hours besides 
telegraph posts you begin to be weary. 
You start counting them, which gives you 
a headache, and then you get irritable over 
having lost’ count. 

Now and then the road took a plunge 
towards the sea, as though it would go 
dashing through ‘the surf. But at the last 
moment it generally thought better of it, 
and decided that wandering over the steppes 
was best. We halted about mid-day at a 
place that appeared to have been shaken 
Lies over the hill-side. There were a 
couple of hundred huts with as much ar- 
rangement about them as there is in a spilt 
bag of peas. The only distinctive feature 
was the church, a gigantic, square, straw- 
berry-tinted building with an inverted tur- 
nip-shaped tower, painted green. Our lunch 
consisted of sausage, strong with garlic, and 
dig bunches of black Crimean grapes bought 
at something like a farthing a pound. In 
the afternoon a bulging headland cut us off 
from the sea, and we had some hours of 
uninteresting riding. A race between two 
country carts, however, provided us with 
excitement. ‘One was in charge of two 
men, the other in charge of two women. 
They had spied us a long way off, and 
shaking loose the rope reins, their setazg 
nags scoured over the land like high- 
mettled steeds, the carts rattled and swung 
irom side to side, the dust rose in volumes, 
whips swung in the air and swished upon 
Jean haunches, strange yells of defiance 
were thrown from cart to cart, each driver 
was recklessly excited, and eyes gleamed 
like charioteers of olden time. The women 
won. 

In this outlandish, thinly-populated 
corner of the world, our late afternoon 
auxiety is always where we are to sleep. 
Night was enveloping the earth when we 
dropped across a few straggling, uninviting 
mal hovels. Our dozen words of Russian 
were worn bare to acrowd of hairy-throated 
peasants. But they couldn't understand 
that we wanted to eat, aud somewhere to 
liedown. We would willingly have accepted 
a hay-loft, only they have no hay-lofts in 
southern Russia. A hoary-bearded old 
fellow, with hair hanging to his shoulders, 
his forehead broad and furrowed with time, 
reminding us rather of photographs of 
Tolstoi, sent us to a Jew's house. It 
recked with stench, but we grinned and 
bore it. We asked for food, and they had 
none to give us. So we went foraging, to 
buy, to beg, and if need be to steal. We 
weredesperatelyand ravenously hungry, and 
ready for anything. We persuaded a stout 
and rolling old dame, who had a face like 
an archdeacon, to boil us some eggs. We 














paid for those right away to show our good 
intentions. Then she produced half a loaf 
of black bread and a pan of cream to dip

brought out 3 gallon of milk. The supper 
was Tather primitive, as we had neither 
, knives nor spoons, but we were glad to get 
it, We worked up confidence in the heart 
of the woman, and she understood our 
grievances at having to rest in that stinking 
Jewish house. She consented to give us 
ja little room. It was a poor, bare affair ; 
| we had to sleep in our clothes, and one of 
| usom the floor at that, but it was acceptable. 

The soft breeze that sailed across the 
steppes tempered the blaze of the sun as 
each day we rode along. The air was deli- 
{ cious. . It was balmy and fragrant, and one 
‘delighted in drawing long draughts, like 
| drinking a favourite Seates But it made 
| us drowsy. First there would be yawning. 
‘Then the pace slackened and general las- 
situde ensued. hore was no grassy bank 
to lie upon; nothing but lumpy black 
earth. We lay down upon that in the 
noontide, sprawled ourselves out in easy 
attitudes, and no doubt the hushed stillness 
was soon broken by lusty and persistent 
snores. The rest, however, was refreshing. 
But, one day, had we known, we might 
have pushed on for another half-hour and 
come to a tuwn. 

Peeping dver the summit of a far hill 
were the turrets of Nikoliew, a city wedged 
between two rivers—the Ingul, and one 
with the uneuphonious name of Bug. We 
slipped through the shanty hamlet of War- 
| waroka, where the inhabitants were chiefly 
j occupied selling water melons to one 
another ; rattled over the narrow, creaky 
raft bridge that spans the Bug, and then 
climbed into Nikoliew. Itis a true Russian 
town. Therefore it looks more like an 
overgrown village than anything else. 
‘There is plenty of room in Russia, and 
accordingly the streets are enormously wide. 
‘The houses are low and one-storeyed, with 
no pretensions to architecture, but enor- 
mous, plain, and cowshed-like as possible. 
The hero of our circus-loving childhood, 
Mazepra, whose tide while tied naked to the 
back of a wild white Cossack horse was a.con- 
stant delight, is reputed to have passed 
this way on his famous flight through 
Russia, So he was not a mythical personage 
after all! Or perhaps there were two 
Musoppas! Anyway Mazeppa’s ride is tho 
only bit of history Nikoliew has, and it 
fondles it and nourishes it until you begin 
to think that Mazeppa was a far more 
important gentleman than Julius Cresar 
himself. In the evening everybody goes 
and sits under the trees on the boulevard 
overlooking the harbour, and when. they 
have nothing better to do they criticise 
the personal appearance of any stray 
British cyclists that may be — passing 
through. “Also they drink vas.  Kvass 
is a Russian national beverage, and 
although we have drunk quarts’ of it 
we are still doubtful as to what kes is 
like. Our impression is that the genuine 
article is rather a poor kind of herb beer, 
such as you buy in England at a halfpenny 
a bottle. That is the cheap keass. The 
expensive kvuss is like red scented soapy 
water. We have had other kinds of drinks 
palmed upon us as kvass; none have been 
pleasant. It may beit requires a cultivated 
taste to apppeciate kvass, but as yet we 
have not acquired it, 

At one end of the boulevard is a statue 
of the Duke of Wellington. ‘That isn’t the 
name on the pedestal, however. The 
Russians must have bought a second-hand 
or slightly soiled monument of the Iron 
Duke, shipped it out here, and put it up to 
the memory of some admiral. Anyhow the 
likeness is startling. On the right of the 
Duke is the Cathedral. It is ot. an im 

ing structure. e tower stands apart 
Rom the church, and in the beliry are 
seven enormous bells. We saw a man 
taking exercise in clanging the tongue of 
the largest against the side. It developed 
his muscles splendidly, but none of the 
sinners came to pray. We watched for an 
hour and then concluded there could be no 
sinners in Nikoliew.- 
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Each day's progress led us where the 

sand was the softest, and the deepest and 
tho most unrideable in the whole wide 
world. We generally fall upon a village in 
a panting and exhausted condition. Several 
hundred children swoop down uj us, 
halloing, screeching, and yelling in the 
most excited manner. ‘They form a pictur. 
esque guard, so that we generally advance 
upon the local inns in some state. Village 
inns, however, rarely sell anything but 
vodka, a fiery, throat-scorching spirit made 
from rye, which the mnjik tosses off as the 
average Scot disposes of a mutchken of 
whiskey. Besides, rodka is not beneficial 
for cycling and we are thought strange 
beings? because we decline it and prefer 
milk. “Tn one little house where we 
got food there was quite a combat with 
the ancient dame, because we spread butter 
on our bread with her knives. She worked 
herself into a terrible fury, declaring that 
butter always blunted knives, and that 
we would have to pay her forty kopecks 
48 compensation for deterioration. We 
told her we would see her beyond the pole 
of Astrakan first. ‘Then, pursued by a 
cloud of vituperative indignation, we rode 
oft. 
Passing decrepid post-houses, stationed 
every ten versts or so along the road, we 
reached Kherson, that goes tumbling down 
hill into the river Dnieper. Kherson 
owes its origin to Catherine, of immortal 
and immoral notoriety, who being rather 
Izy in her geography fanciod it was the 
site of ancient “Khersonesus, which is 
really in the Crimea, ‘That old historical 
romancer, Herodotus, declares somewhere 
that the nomadic Scythians lived in these 
parts. Perhaps he was right. But 
enterprising Greeks, bent on colonisation, 
clenred them out of the way, und then 
the warlike Romans came and moved 
the Greeks on. ‘The Romans, according 
to their universal custom, left the earth 
plentifully strewn with ‘coins of their 
Grasars. Goths, Huns, nnd othes fer ating 
tribes next had their turn, so that it 
was pretty late on before the Slavonians 
came and settled to peaceful agriculture, 
‘The Turks long maintained the upper hand, 
and indeed it is only within the last century 
or so that the place has become Russian, 

Our entrance into Kherson was unassum- 
ing enough, but never since the time of 
Catherine's’ visit have newcomers caused 
such a flutter, We were a source of mar- 
vellous wonder. Down by the river's edge 
we beheld a brilliantly picturesque scene. 
‘There were hundreds of little boats piled 
high with luscious melons, scarlet tomatoes, 
and rich-bloomed grapes. ‘The boatmen’s 
shirts were gorgeous, and the women had 

audy shawls about their heads. The way 
Shey passed on huge melons, hand to hand, 
would give any cricketing team a lesson in 
the art of fielding. Kherson is interesting 
to a Britisher because it is near the town 
where the philanthropist, John Howard, 
died and was buried. But the Khersonians 
know him not, and if you ask a man in the 
street who the montment is to, he will 
shrug his shoulders, say he does not know, 
but he thinks it i of some great foreign 
General ! 

‘There is no bridge across the Dnieper : 
g0 we crossed to Aleschki by a tiny, sents 
ing, overcrowded, and much overloaded 
packet. Getting a quart into a pint pot is 
child’s play to the skill displayed in heap- 
ing that boat with mighty bales, bags of 
flour, cart wheels, and miscellaneous para- 
phernalia, We ‘wedged our bicycles be- 
tween some bales, and then sat on a pile of 
sacks reaching as high as the funnel, while 
the steamer grunted away through the 
switling water. We had been told our route 
beyond Aleschki would be almost impass- 
able. ‘The information was quite correct. 
This part of the country must have once 
been the bed of the sea. ‘It was nothing but 
a sandy waste, with odd shrivelled bushes 
to give a point to the desolation. Carts 
drawn by three horses stuck fast. We 








did the same. Now and then we came 
aeross a decent twenty yards of hard soil, 
but a billow of sand always brought us 1 

sharp. Of course we were parched wit 

thirst, and all we could ‘get to drink was 
wine, which came as near as it could to 
being vinegar without actually committing 
itself. That day the distance we covered 
was something under twenty miles. And 
Yet we felt we had made good way. 
We reached Bolschoi-Kopani dead beat. 
There wasn’t an inn in the place. So we 
had practically to take forcible possession 
of a cottage. Having pitched our camp, 
we scoured round for food. Luck led 
us to the police-station. ‘There somebody 


had read about us in a Russian er. 
Further, we produced a formidable Oficial 


document written in Russian by the ac 
Consul-General at Odessa, stating who and 
what we were. That cleared the path. 
We were invited to stay in the police. 
station; tea, bread, eges, grapes, and 
melons were produced in abundance. Tho 
village big-wigs came and gazed admiringly 
as we ate, and probed our muscles as a 
Yorkshire farmer would probe a prize ox. 
We have since wondered whether the oxen 
like being probed.

He was 
told by the defendant that the tug would 
be at the Nanking Road jetty at one o'clock 
on the 5th, and plaintiff’ saw her there, but 
the master, Captain Davy, came up to 
plaintiff and stated, first of all, that her 
machinery was out of order, and eventually 
that he had to do some towing, so that 
Plaintift could not have the Kongsn. 

Captain Davy informed his Honour that 
the Kongs was not licensed by the Customs 
to carry passengers, and that he was unable 
to do'what Mr. Olsen required as the 
engines were out of order. The contract 
was ome into before the office knew 
that the machinery required repairing. 

Chee Woo, a British subject, whose evid- 
ence was interpreted, admitted arranging 
with the plaintiff for the hire of the tug 
boat at $60 a day.
